PART I. 


Orrick Routine. 


Rai Bahadur У. Venkayya Avargal, м.л., Government Epigraphist, having been 
granted privilege leave for two months, the Government of India were pleased to 
appoint me to officiate for him (Notifications of the Government of India Nos. 212, 
213, dated Simla, the 23rd June 1911, republished on p. 642 of the Fort St. George 
-Gazette, dated 11th July 1911). I took charge of his duties at Ootacamund on the 
"afternoon of 17th July 1911. During this period my Senior Sub-Assistant Mr. 
-G. Venkoba Rao was ordered (G.O. No. 704, Publie, dated 30th June 1911) to act 
for me as Assistant Archeological Superintendent for Epigraphy, Southern Circle. 
“Мг. D. Mahabala Rao, в.А., а Kanarese graduate of the Madras University, was 
appointed probationary Epigraphieal Student on 19th July 1911. A tour clerk on 
Rs. 30--8--45 (biennial) and an additional peon on Rs. 8 were sanctioned by G.O. 
No. 228, Publie, dated 6th Mareh 1911, and I selected for the former, Mr. 
©. V. Rangarajayya who was, for about four years, a clerk in the Madras Corporation 
office. He joined this department on the 19th of June 1911. Iam glad to report, 
from the willing way in which they are at present discharging their duties, that both 
Mahabala Rao and Rangarajayya promise soon to turn out efficient and useful hands. 
“Ол 1st December 1911, Mr. Venkoba Rao was granted combined privilege leave and 
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furlough, for six months in order to enable him to appear for the ensuing examination: 
in the History branch of the B.A. degree (in which he has already passed in two 
branches) and to complete it (G.O. No. 265, Public, dated 15th April 1909). During- 
the absence of Mr. Venkoba Rao, Mr. К. V. Subrahmanya Aiyar, my Junior Sub- 
Assistant, was promoted to the place of the Senior Sub- Assistant ; but his place proper, 
had to be kept vacant for want of an efficient hand to succeed him. ‘The Epigra- 
phical Student being only a probationer was not, in my opinion, sufficiently tramed 
and qualified to fill ap the place and an untrained outsider could not have been of 
much use. In spite of these changes and the prolonged vacancy caused thereby in 
one of the senior appointments, the work turned out for the year under review (below, 
p. 9, paragraphs 10 to 15) has been a productive one and this, I acknowledge, is. 
due по less to my energetic. Assistants than to the favourable opportunities that have- 
offered themselves to facilitate our investigations. 


Tours AND Diary or THE Assistant SUPERINTENDENT. 


2. Immediately after assuming the duties of the Assistant ‘Superintendent, . 
Mr. Venkoba Rao started for Mysore to complete the special tour in quest of Chola. 
inscriptions which I had commenced on the 17th of January last year (G.O. No. 558, 
Public, dated 2nd July 1910). He had just finished the Kolar district and a part of 
Mysore before he handed back his charge to me on 18th September 1911. He was- 
asked to continue his tour for another month in Mysore and had practically finished 
all the places marked for Chola inscriptions, before returning to Ootacamund on. 
11th November 1911. What he‘has still omitted would be only very few records— 
such, as are either too fragmentary or are not of much use for Chola history. 


3. On Mrs Ve&koba Као? return to head-quarters I left Ootacamund for Madras. 
'"with my tour clerk aiid әгтфуей at the latter place on 16th November 1911 in order- 
to examine Valuvadür and Madambakkam which were brought to my notice Бу the- 
Archeological Superintendent. On this occasion I also visited Kalattür апа 

Tiruvanakkoyil—two villages near the South-Indian Railway station of Vottivakkam— 

and Tiruvorriyür, 6 miles. {че north-east of Madras. At Kalattür I found a fine old 

temple of Siva in which the йда is not of the ordinary kind. The top spreads out 

into a cap-like canopy over the trunk of the (йа and receives, perhaps, on this. 
account, the ‘Ваше Munkudumi$vara (2.е., Їбуага with a tuft in front). The only 

other 70а that I know of, which bears comparison with this, is the one of Рагаба- 

тапббуага at Gudimallam (Jud. Ant. Vol. XL. Plate, facing р. 104). I discovered in 

the Munkudumiávara temple ап old Pallava inscription of the time of Nandivarma- 

Mahfraja (9th Century A.D.), got it removed from its unsafe position in the floor 

and set it up in the courtyard of the temple for eventual removal to the Madras 

Museum. The temple is at present totally neglected by the people and deserves to- 
be included in the list of conserved monuments, both on account of the peculiar Айда 

which it enshrines and the many Pandya and Chola inscriptions engraved on its 

walls. Tiruvorriyür is one of the famous places sung in the Dérdéram hymns and of 

‘wide popularity as the abode of Pattinattu-Pillaiyaér, a non-Brahman saint of the- 
modern age whose liberal interpretation of the Vēdānta has found acceptance from 

the teachers of all creeds. The Adhipuri$vara temple at Tiruvorriyür is unique in 

not having come within the destructive purview of the Nàttukkottai Ohetties. The- 
perfect condition of its central shrine, the closed hall, the surrounding verandah 

enshrining minor deities, the prákáras and the group of small temples in its courtyard, 

make Adhipuriévara a perfect model of temples built in the orthodox style and must, 

in my opinion, be protected scrupulously from any possible danger to it by vandalistie- 
hands. The hundreds of old inscriptions that fill every available space on the walls . 
of the shrine, on the round pillars of the verandah, the stone-paved floor and the 

second prakara wall, had not been completely secured in previeus-years. As the 

places included in the current programme were many and I had to finish them before 

the expiry of the field season, Ї regret that I was not able on this occasion to copy 

more than half a dozen records on the second р/йХйға wall. In the ensuing year,. 
however, I hope to see all epigraphs of the Tiruvorriyür temple, secured and photo- 

graphs taken, of most of its fine sculptnres. 
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4. On the 2nd December 1911; I reached Puttür in the Karvétinagar Zamindari 
and examined a number of places in its neighbourhood with а view to find some fresh: 
material for the history of the Saluvas who usurped the Vijayanagara kingdom in 
the 15th Century A.D. and to discover, if possible, some epigraphs of the undefined 
period immediately preceding the occupation of the Tondai-mandalam country by the 
Cholas. In both of these I was sadly disappointed inasmuch as my surmise in the 
former was proved to be wrongly founded on a few Sàluva titles which the ehiefs of 
Karvétinagar, like the Saluvas of the 15th Century, bear even to this day, and the 
latter could not be met with except after an elaborate and patient search. | 

5. An excellent temple, now completely abandoned, is the one of Paraéu- 
rüméévara at Attirala which I visited after reaching Rajampét in the Cuddapah: 
district, in order to inspect the villages Lepaka, Mandapalle, Pottapi and Ràyachoti 
included іп my programme for 1911-12. The first storey of the eimána which is. 
elaborately sculptured, is still in good preservation but is interrupted from view by 
prickly-pear which has covered it from all sides. I would strongly recommend the- 
immediate removal of the cactus and the conservation of the temple, chiefly om. 
account of its sculptures—a rarity in the Telugu country surrounding Cuddapah. 
On the hill overlooking this old temple of Para$uràma, are also found a Vishnu and 
a Siva temple of comparatively recent origin. To these latter, the people attack: 
much importance and spend large sums of money on festive days in continuation of 
the Sivaratri. Onthe very summit of the hill is a turret visible from a long distance- 
over which used to be made, till very recently, bonfires оп a large scale to celebrate- 
the Sivaratri and the Krittiki festivals,

6. Before the beginning of the new year I reached Rajahmundry and from there 
visited the hill of Korukonda on whose top is picturesquely situated the temple of 
Lakshminarasimha. Fine pillars and sculptured panels round this temple which bear 
illustrations from the Ramayana, are most interesting. The Municipal Museum at 
Rajahmundry possesses a modest collection of local antiquities of which а set of 
copper-plates and a few inscribed stones were examined with the kind permission of 
the Honorary Curdtor, Dr. A. P. Fernandez who also gave thecopper-plates to me on 
a short loan for taking ink-imprersions of them at head quarters. I left Rajahmundry 
for Vizianagrum on 8th January 1912 and examined about half a dozen villages in the 
Vizagapatam distriet before the end of January. Here, the photographer, who was 
permitted to remain for some time at head-quarters after two months of continuous 
touring in Mysore, joined my camp. Early in February I came to Dharmüvaram 
(Anantapur district) and from there examined, first, Parnapalle in the Pulivindla taluk 
of the Cuddapah district. About 2 miles south-east of this village, in a gorge between 
two ranges of hills, is the famous spot of Kona or KanvaSrama whose group of temples. 
(No. 174 of Appendix D) and the natural spring that serves as a set off against the 
monotonous rocky scenery around, attract thousands of people each year to receive the 
blessings of the sages who are supposed to dwell there even to this day, from time- 
immemorial. No inscriptions exist to justify the high antiquity attributed to the spot. 
A forged copper-plate inscription from the village Komannütala of the same taluk was. 
brought to me for examination. It was found to relate the story, popular in that 
locality, of how seven Komati brothers offered their heads at Kómannütala to please 
god VenkatéSa of Tirumala, having there found by his grace small wells of fresh 
water on what was originally a bare rotk, to quench their thirst. On hearing of this 
miraeulous work of god brought about by the persistent devotion of the Komati 
brothers, the community of merchants (sagaras) in the Vijayanagara and Adavéni 
countries built a temple on the spot in memory of these devotees and endowed it 
with voluntary contributions. All this is stated to have happened in the Saka year 
856, Jaya—a date quite fabulous and inconsistent with the modern characters in 
which the record is written. The temple of Lépakshi contains the finest of sculptures 
in the Anantapur district. It has been conserved by Government and saved from 
the heinous iniquities that the irreligious and ignorant folk surrounding it are 
reported to have been subjecting it to, prior to conservation. The Vishnu temple of 
this village is commemorated by а popular Telugu bard who wrote the dramatie poem 
Lépakshi-Raimiyanamu. The Vijayanagara records of the temple which are about a 
dozen in number, could not all be copied for lack of copying materials at the time 
of my visit. I, therefore, secured only а few on the back wall of the surroundin 
verandah which are earlier than the rest and belong to the kings of the first dynasty 
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‚; 7. Parigi near Hindupur, surmised to be identical with the historie town Parivi, 
the capital of the early Bana kings, was next examined. Below the bund of the tank 
where the old town is supposed to have been located are still found three temples 
‘dedicated to Dharméévara, Bhiméévara and the Saptamatrikas. Some fine images in 
the vicinity of these temples and the huge nandi wrought in black stone (Nos. 177 
to 181 of Appendix D and No. 18 (a to g) of Appendix Е} clearly suggest that the 
site must have been one of some historical importance in early ages though no 
-eonclusive epigraphical evidence has been found to prove the identity of Parigi with 
the ancient Parivi. 


8. At Gorrepalle (in Kanarese, Goravanahalli), not very far from Hindupur, is 
‘situated a big stone temple of Mahalakshmi, built about the 16th century A.D., during 
the reign of the Vijayanagara king Achyutaràya. Опе side of its high prakara wall 
has completely fallen down (No. 176 of Appendix D.) and a good portion of what exists, 
including that on which the inscriptions are engraved, is threatening to collapse at no 
distant date. The Government might be pleased to refer to the Archeological 
Superintendent the advisability of repairing the prakadra well of this temple and of 
including it in the list of conserved monuments, if he thinks it worth doing so. On 
leaving the Anantapur district 1 was unavoidably detained at Bangalore for about 
‘ten days on account of indifferent health and returned to Ootacamund on the 9th 
March 1912 closing the tour for the season after an absence of a little less than four 
months from head-quarters. The appended diary will show the extent of country 
traversed by me from 15th November 1911 to 9th March 1912

Tours ов THR EsTABLISHMENT. 


9. The newly appointed Epigraphical Student and the photographer accompanied’ 
Mr. Venkoba Rao on his tour in the Mysore State and visited about 38 villages 
where they copied the Chéla epigraphs already referred to and secured some excellent 
photographs (Nos. 149 to 167 of Appendix D). Mr. Venkoba Rao having proceeded 
on leave immediately after his return from Mysore, the entire burden of carrying out 
the programme in the Madras Presidency had to be divided between myself and my 
Junior Assistant Mr. К. У. Subrahmanya Aiyar. The latter left Ootacamund on 17th. 
July 1911 and began copying inscriptions at Kundani and Tirtham in the Salem 
district for supplying to Mr. Е. J. Richards, I.C.S., who has been engaged in revising 
the Salem District Manval, some definite information regarding the identity of this 
Kundani on the Ghats with the Hoysala capital of the same name mentioned in some 
epigraphs of that dynasty from the Mysore country. Though the results of Mr. 
Subrahmanya Aiyar’s mission have not directly proved this fact, the records copied by 
him are not without some interest for local history. The temple of Mahalingasvamin at 
Tiruvidaimarudür whose central shrine is being pulled down for renewal by the 
Nattukkottai Chetties, was next visited and 616 slabs of the central shrine which are 
covered with ancient writings were marked in an intelligible order, so that they 
may, after being removed from their present position, be arranged in the Chitra-prakara 
of the temple as agreed to by the Chetty superintending the repairs. The inscriptions 
of Tirunàge$varam near Kumbhakonam and those of the Nàgeávarasvümin temple 
at Kumbhakónam which were left uncopied in previous years, were next secured. 
Mr. Subrahmanya Aivar has noted that some of the big stone images placed round ` 
the shrine of the goddess in the Naganathasvamin temple at Tirunágs$varam, may be- 
of Jaina origin. Curiously enough one of the inscriptions copied iu the village street 
seems to lend support to his supposition (below, Part II, paragraph 12). After 
finishing a number of other places in the Tanjore district including Tillasthanam. 
where, at the instance of the Government Epigraphist, he has copied some interesting - 
Chola records, Mr. Aiyar reached Madura but was suddenly called back to head- 
quarters оп 3186 August 1911 on aceount of urgent business in the office and 
remained there till 6th November 1911, when again, he started on a second trip for 
the season. He reached Madras and stopped there till the 25th examining some 
villages of the Chingleput and North Arcot districts which were within his 
easy reach from Madras and helping, at intervals, the Government Kpigraphist 
at Mambalam, in passing the final proofs of Suuth-Indias Inseriptions, Vol. II, 
Part IV. I am glad to note that at Adaipalam in the North Arcot district 
he has discovered an important record of the time of the famous Saiva scholar 
Appaya-Dikshita of which I shall have occasion to speak in Part II, below. 
From the 25th of November 1911 to 315 January 1912 he was touring in the 
Madura, Ramnad and Tinnevelly districts and has secured a valuable Brahmi inserip- 
tion and two Vatteluttu records in the natural cavern at Karungalakkudi (kindly 
brought to my notice by the Collector of Madura) and copied some Pandya inscriptions 
_ of historical interest and importance. He prepared also inked estampages of a rock 
inscription in a cavern at Paradésipodai near Courtallam, which is written in 
characters unknown to Epigraphy. At some distance from the inscription are cut 
rude figures of what look hke an ankusa (elephant goad), a cock, a distiller (?) and 
an ugly human figure squatting cross-legged. My remarks on this inscription are 
also recorded in Part II of this report. Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar returned to head- 
quarters on the 26th of February 1912 having visited again on his way back a few 
more villages in the Chingleput district. Seven copper-coins and one copper-plate 
inscription secured by him, are noticed in the sequel. 


Tue Yrar’s Work. 


10. Advance proofs of the Annual Report for 1910-1911 were corrected and the 
elean copy submitted to Government on 27th June 1911. While doing this I had 
also to send abstracts of my report with information on the more important discoveries,

to the Director-General of Archeology, Simla, and the Government Epigraphist. As 
-acting Epigraphist for India I revised certain contributions for the Epigraphia Indica 
which Mr. Venkayya had assigned to me. My paper on the Malépadu Plates of the 
Telugu-Chóla chief Punyakumara, was submitted for publication and is now in galleys. 
‘The Junior Assistant Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar has also contributed certain interesting 
-and studied articles to the Indian Antiguary (Vol. XL. рр. 131 to 144, 209 to 218, 
224 to 229, and Vol. XLI. pp. 21 to 25), published in Bombay. 


ll. During the year under review I and my assistants visited about 128 
villages and secured 465 inscriptions, of which about 70 from Mysore are copied 
in duplicate. Tentative transcripts of almost all the inscriptions (except those of 
Mysore) have been prepared. Index tickets for inscriptions ‘copied in 1910-11 
‘were drawn up and arranged in chronological order under different dynasties. 
Epigraphia Indica, Vol. X. was indexed and the manuscript for the press, forwarded. 
‘to the Government Epigraphist. Copper-plates included in Appendix A of the last 
Annual Report which were intended for deposit inthe Madras Museum, were sent to 
that institution with descriptive labels. Forty-six Chola and Pandya dates giving 
details required for astronomical calculation, were submitted to the Government 
Epigraphist for being verified and printed in the Epigraphia Indica. 

12. Some important copper-plates have been examined in the course of the 
year. Those of primary importance are а set of fourteen Pallava plates (No. 7 of 
Appendix A) received through the kindness of Mr. Venkayya. These, like the 
Velürpálaiyam plates acquired for the museum last year, are strung on a huge oval 
ring which measures roughly 63” by 72" and is about 3” thick, Тһе circular seal 
attached to the ring is 3” in diameter and bears on a countersunk surface the figure 
-of a couchant bull, the emblem of the Pallavas, and an obliterated legend round it. 
The plates measure 112" by 32". The ring when it reached my hands appeared 
already, to have been soldered once. This makes me believe that those who first 
handled the inscription either intentionally extracted one or more plates now missing 
both at the beginning and at the end of the inscription, or lost them through 
carelessness. The contents of the plates and the importance that attaches to them 
will be pointed out in Part II, below. The Kasakudi plates of Nandivarman 
Pallavamalla (No. 10 of Appendix A) which have been published with photo- 
lithographic illustrations in South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. II. (pp. 342—361), are 
offered for sale and I have recommended their purchase and deposit in the 
Government Museum, Madras. The Collector of Ramnad has very kindly secured, 
at my request, a set of copper-plates from Miivaraivenran (No. 1 of Appendix А) 
with ring and seal, which are valuable for the history of the later Pandya kings as 
will be shown in Part II. The Eastern Chàlukya plates of Vijayaditya ПІ 
(No. 5 of Appendix A) sent by Professor M. Rangacharya, м.л., Curator, Oriental 
Manuscripts Library, Madras, though unfinished and damaged, are nevertheless 
interesting. Iam glad to report that J. N. Roy, Esq., I.C.8., Acting Collector of 
Guntur, has, at my suggestion, succeeded in inducing Pandit Kasi Krishnamacharyulu, 
the present owner of the plates, to make a gift of them to the Madras Museum. 
The Rajahmundry plates (No. 8 of Appendix A) and the-Vijayanagara grant secured 
by Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar from the village munsiff of Vellangudi (No. 9 of the 
same Appendix), also add greatly to our knowledge of the period to which they 
refer themselves. 


13. To the kindness of C. A. Innes, Esq., I.C.S., I owe the eopper- plate inscription, 
No. 6 of Appendix A, which he forwarded to me for examination together with two 
inscribed bamboo sticks and a manuscript on fibre, on 23rd October 1911. Of these 
the copper-plate registers a hypotheeation deed, some aspects of which may not be 
altogether without interest. “А certain Suvaran Dévan of Pugalamafijeri on behalf, 
perhaps, of the residents of that village borrowed 707 agai-achcehu (i.e. coins marked 
with an elephant) jointly from king Karumbattu Raman Ravivarman Kolattu 
Tiruvadi and the Irandutadai of Perufichellir. Towards interest on this amount he 
agreed to pay 53 undi-achchu each year to the parties who had lent the amount and 
pledged also Jands, the names and extent of which are specified in the inscription. 
А small penalty in grain was stipulated for non-payment of interest for two 
-onaeeutive years, lrayiran Kéralay wrote the document and many others attested 
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it. A subsidiary document at the end of the above, written їп the same characters 
but faintly engraved, mentions that the second of the two parties (.e., the Irandutadai 
-of Perufichellür) who lent the money to Suvaran Devan were themselves the 
recipients of 300 éamai-achehw from the king who, as we know, was a party to the 
first transaction. This portion of the inscription does not go into details but only 
‘states that the Irandutadui of Perufichellür were recipients of 1,007 2202-асћећи from 
.king Karumbattu Raman Ravivarman which evidently included the 300 аєйсйи 
registered іп the subsidiary portion of the grant. Consequently the Irandutadai 
who had actually received 707 йтаї-аєйсйи from the king and lent that amount to 
‘Suvaran Devan were the Bráhmana community of Perufichellür. They had included 
the king and his palace officials as party to the transaction only to make it more safe. 
The date of the record is given as the month of Kanyà, while Jupiter was in the first 
point of Aries. This does not help us to fix the exact time when the inscription 
was engraved. But to judge from the characters the plate appears to belong to 
‘about the 13th century A.D.” 


The three copper-plates sent by the District Judge of Trichinopoly (Nos. 2 to 4 
of Appendix A) belong to petty Palégars who bore the biruda Kalakka Tolar, and 
were, as the plates inform us, ruling the country between the north Cauvery and the 
Svétanadi (Vellaru). 


14. The Superintendent, Archeological Survey, very kindly forwarded to me for 
examination two copper coins which he found in the Bhojé$varasvàmin temple at 
mayavaram and two others which he received from a resident of Mamallapuram. 
Of these four, three were found to be specimens 0f copper pieces of the Chola king 
Rajaraja I (A.D. 985-1013) so largely available in the South. Mr. Subrahmanya 
Aiyar brought with him, on his return from tour, а few old coins from Madura 
which he has offered to present to the Madras Museum. One of these is the familiar 
copper coin ої Rájarája I just referred to. Another is а Pandya coin bearing on one 
of its sides within a margin marked by pellets two Pandya fish and between them some 
writing in modern Tamil characters (badly worn out) which I tentatively readas Sunda. 
The reverse of the coin bears the standing figure usually seen оп the Chola coins of 
Rajaraja I and on some Ceylon issues. If the specimen under reference is one of the 
Pandya king Sunda{ra-Pandya}—which name, we know, was assumed by a large 
number of kings of that family—the type which Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar has secured 
«Ів a peculiar опе and may be considered rare. Sir Walter Elliot’s description of the 
only coin of Sundara-Pandya (South-Indian Coins, Plate IV, No. 141) is altogether 
‘different. Another Pandya coin secured by Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar is also of a 
unique type. It differs from No. 138 on Plate ПІ (zdid.) in bearing on the obverse 
the figure of a Garuda surmounted by a row of seven stars, the Sun and Moon and 
above them a doubtful symbol which perhaps represents the heavenly vault. The 
reverse bears in three lines of modern Tamil the legend Buvanékaviran. Four other 
coins collected by Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar are of Muhammadan kings and perhaps 
belong to the Sultans of Madura. I am not able to identify them for want of 
catalogues of Muhammadan coins in my office. 


15. Mr. Н. C. P. Bell, Archeological Commissioner, Ceylon, has also kindly 
forwarded to me fur examination impressions of 32 Tamil inscriptions found on that 
igland and promises to send some more. As Mr. Bell has not informed me if I could 
include the results of my examination in the current report, | abstain from doing во 
at present but hope to say something about them in my report for 1912-13.

ANCIENT INSCRIPTIONS IN THE CAVERNS OF SOUTHERN INDIA. 
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PART Ii. 
Caverns AND ARCHAIC INscRIPTIONs. 


.  l. Опе Brahmj inscription was copied during the year under review. It was 
brought to my notice by the Collector of Madura in his R. Dis. No. 813, dated 23rd 
December 1909, and is found in the natural cavern on the hill called Pafichapandavar- 
kuttu near Karungalakkudi. Like others of its class, the cavern is considered by the 
villagers to have once been the abode,of the Pafichapandavas. It is formed of one huge 
boulder resting on and overhanging another. The beds cut on the floor of the latter 
are mutilated and on the edge of the former is engraved the record under reference, in 
bold Brahmi characters. A number of modern mud walls divide the cavern into 
separate cells one of which is pointed out as having till lately been the residence of a 
religious mendicant (рапайғат) whose tomb is close by. Оп a rock adjoining the 
eavern to the left, is the image of a seated Jaina saint ona sculptured pedestal. Two 
lines of writing in Vatteluttu characters below it, state that ‘ this image (trumén?) was 
caused to be made by the holy Ajjanandi (Aryanandin).’ I have drawn attention in. 
my previous reports to the probable conversion of these natural eaverns into tempo- 
rary rest-houses or places of monastic learning and worship, by Jaina mendicants and 
to the important personage Ajjanandi 
whose influence was great with the latter 
| community. Higher up the Karunga- 
lakkudi hill are three more natural caverhs with wows of beds cut out on the rocky 
floor. Of these latter one bears a Vatteluttu inscription in Tamil verse which 
states that a certain chief Pallidaraiyan rendered service in different capacities to- 
his master the Pandya king (Valudi or Міпаваті) first, by building а bright vimana, 
then by stopping the sea, by protecting sacrifices at Tiruppodiyil, by scholarship, 
asceticism, and saintliness(?). There is an apparent reference here, to the sage 
Agastya whose intimate connection with the Pandyas, the Podiyil mountain and 
Tamil literature are well known. Тһеарв to which Pallidaraiyan and his master, the- 
Pandya king, belonged, cannot be determined at present. The Vatteluttu characters, 
however, suggest a period approximating to the Yth century A.D. One interesting 
inference which this short inscription leads to, is the evident fact that the beds in 
the natural caverns were used not only by Jaina saints but also by laymen twelve 
hundred years ago, as is done by the mendicants of the present day, to spend the last 
days of their retired life in seclusion. 


Another part of the Pafichapindavarkuttu hill is occupied by а Muhammadan- 
tomb of recent date with a much damaged Tamil record of Saka 1704 corresponding 
to the cyclic year Sobhakrit (= A.D. 1781-82). It is called the tomb of Chandasa. 

` 2. A curious rock inscription and a cavern near Courtallam were brought to my 
notice by the Manager of No. IV Survey Party, Tinnevelly, on the 3ist of January 
1910. The cavern was examined by my Assistant, Mr, Subrahmanya Атуаг. 
Mechanical estampages in triplicate, were prepared, of the epigraph engraved on the 
bare rock, to the right of a ladder of seven rude steps by which the cavern is reached. 
The ParadeSipodai Estate in which the cavern is situated is evidently so named after 
the cavern in which a paradési (religious mendicant) once used to live, Mr. 
Subrahmanya Aiyar could not gather 
any information about this paradéf? or 
his doings. Nevertheless it appears to me аз if he must have been а man of some 
mystic learning to whom we, perhaps, owe the curious record under reference as also 
some’ other equally bewildering figures engraved on the south-west corner of the 
bottom boulder in the cavern. The characters (or rather symbols) used in the 
Paradééipodai record are quite unintelligible to me. They bear по resemblance— 
except by accident—to any of the known vernacular alphabets of Southern India. 


A plate with photographs of this record of ParadéSipodai and of a few well 
preserved Brahmi inscriptions on caverns in the Madura district (which, though 
read have not yet been interpreted) is annexed in the hope that scholars who take 
interest in the subject might lend the benefit of their study and help me in arriving 
at the right explanation and significance of these archaic epigraphs.

3. A clear account of the Pallava chronology has been attempted more than once. 
From the time of Simhavishnu to that of Parame$varavarman II. the order of succes- 
sion presents but little difficulty. After ParaméSvaravarman II. came Nandivarman- 
Pallavamalla who, according to the Казак li plates (9.1.7. Vol. П. pp. 342 ff.), 
was Paraméévara’s distant kinsman and the son of Hiranyavarman, being sixth in 
descent from Bhimavarman, the younger brother ої Simhavishnu. The Vélirpalaiyam 
plates of Nandivarman III. noticed in my last Report, in the passage where they refer 
to Nandivarman-Pallavamalla, also suggest that the latter must have been a usurper 
into whose hands ‘ passed the glory of the Pallava family? after ParaméSvaravarman 
П. The Udayéndiram plates (164. рр. 361 ff.), in a passage whose interpretation is 
not quite satisfactory, make Nandivarman the son of Parame$vara. In the foregoing 
grants Nandivarman-Pallavamalla’s name appears under the different forms Nandi, 
Nandivarman and Nandipotarája (Nandipotavarman). 


4. After Nandivarman-Pallavamalla came Dantivarman and Nandivarman III. in 
succession, These names were revealed to us for the first time by the Véliirpalaiyam 
plates. The Tanjore district plates referred to in Part I. of this report apparently 
also belong to Nandivarman III., the grandson of Nandivarman-Pallavamalla and 
supply some interesting information. Some of the introductory plates which contained 
the genealogy in Sanskrit, are missing. 
The existing plates commence with the 
information that a king ‘ conquered the South? The next verse states that ‘ (king) 
Hiranyavarman, the conqueror ofall enemies, was once more born for the good of 
the world’. This must perhaps refer to *the conqueror of the South’ mentioned 
above. From him was produced Nandivarman * whose victorious elephants reached 
the shores of the four oceans and whom, the learned assemblies honoured for his 
knowledge ої all sciences.’ One historical event hitherto unknown about this Nandi- 
varman, is, that he ‘ took away from the Ganga king a valuable necklace and the mad 
elephant called Pattavardhana.' He must of course have done this after defeating 
the Ganga. It is further stated that Nandivarman was believed by the wise to be 
Hari (4.ө. Vishnu) himself on account of his manifold virtues. The object of the grant 
| was the gift of the village Dayamukha- 
mangalam—so named after the donor 
Dayamukha—to 303 Brahmanas who were learned in the Vēdas and the Smritis. 
The Sanskrit portion ends with the statement that the йуіарії of the charter was 
Kumara ‘the Chief of Treasuries’ and that the composer of the eulogy (prasasti) 
was the poet Paramé$vara-Uttarakaranika, son of Paramottarakaranika. From the 
Tamil passage which follows we learn that in the 58th year of the reign of Kovijaya- 
Nandivikramavarman (2.6. Nandivarman III.) an order yas issued to the residents of 
the district of Tenkarai-Naraiyür-nádu a sub-division of Sola-nàdu. The main 
portion of the order which should follow, is again missing on one or more of the lost 
plates. From what remains it is gathered that the village granted under the name 
Dayamukhamangalam (as stated in the Sanskrit passage) must have comprised the 
forest and uncultivated waste lying to the west of ''andattottam. This latter village 
still exists under the name Thandantottam, near Kumbhakinam. The concluding 
portion of the order which precedes the long list of the 308 Br&hmana donees, records 
the obligations imposed upon the tenants of Dayamukhamangalam and the exemptions 
(parthara) granted to the donees. Most of these exemptions occur also in the 
Kaéakudi, Увійграїаїуат and other early Pallava documents. 


5. From this extract of contents it is gathered that Nandivarman .also called 
Kovijaya-Nandivikramavarman was the son ої Hiranyavarman II., that he conquered 
an unnamed Ganga king from whom he acquired a necklace and an elephant, was a 
worshipper of Vishnu and ruled for 58 аб й The name Kóvijaya-Nandivikrama- 
varman which in its accepted significance would have suggested the king’s Ganga- 
Pallava origin, makes it now appear as if the appendages &ovijaya and vikramavarman 
are not necessarily the distinguishing marks of Ganga-Pallava names alone. Still, 
the grouping together of all Nandis found in copper-plate and stone inscriptions 
sometimes with and sometimes without these appendages, is altogether precluded not 
only on paleeographical grounds but also on other indisputed internal evidence.

Their contents. 
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6. The defeat inflicted by Nandivarman on the Ganga king is not mentioned in the 
Pallava records copied or published so far. ‘The Western Ganga king who may have 
been living about the 58th year of Nandivarman III., was probably Sivamara II. for 
whom Dr. Fleet assigns the approximate period A.D. 805 to 810. The spurious Manne 
grant which pretends to be dated in п says of Sivamara II. that “ his forehead 
was adorned by a fillet (of royalty) рав, there with their own hands, when they per- 
formed (Ais) anointment to the sovereignty, by thé-two ornaments of the Rashtrakita 
and Pallava lineages named Govindaràja and Nandivarman who were (already) 
-anointed on (their own) foreheads.” Dr. Fleet commenting on this passage remarks : 
“ Govindaràja seems to be the Rüshtraküta king Govinda ПТ. whose reign began about 
A.D. 783-84 and ended in A.D. 814-15. валів II. was undoubtedly contem- 
poraneous with him towards the end of his reign and we shall find reasons, further 
on, for believing that he did assist or recognise the succession of Sivamara II. to the 
leadership of the Gangas. Nandivarman must be Pallavamalla Nandivarman, son of 
Hiranyavarman.” In a footnote appended here, Dr. Fleet denies the possibility of 
Nandivarman mentioned in the Manne grant being in any way Hirn with the

record, though it may be, of A.D. 797, 

the later Pallava king Nandivikramavarm “ who cannot be placced before A.D. 804 
which is the date that we have for Dantivarman.”’ 


7. In spite of Dr. Fleet’s convincing arguments, it is not still impossible that 
king Nandivarman who was present at the coronation of Sivamara II was Nandi- 
vikramavarman. The date A.D. 804 given for Dantivarman by Dr. Fleet, has been 
derived from а Rashtrakiita record of Góvinda III. which refers to the defeat 
inflicted by that monarch on Dantiga of Kafichi. I have suggested in my last year’s 
Report (Part II, р. 63) that this Dantiga may be identical with Dantivarman son 
-of Nandivarman-Pallavamalla, of the Vélirpalaiyam plates, whose reign, according 
to stone inscriptions attributable to him, extended to about 50 years. From what is 
stated in the new plates under reference, Dantivarman appears to have borne the 
surname Hiranyavarman ПІ. perhaps, after his grandfather Hiranyavarman I., men- 
tioned in the Kasakudi plates. Pallavamalla-Nandivarman is also believed to have 
ruled fora pretty long period, — the Pafichapàndavamalai inscription dated in the 50th 
.year of a certain Nandippóttara$ar being doubtfully attributed to him. It is very un- 
ikely that a usurperlike Pallavamalla with so many enemies to oppose and disturb 
his peaceful rule, could have continued to occupy the Pallava throne for so long a 
period as 50 years. His latest sure date, however, must be the 22nd year in which 
the KàSikudi plates were issued. The paleography of stone inscriptions that have 
been assigned to Nandivarman-Pallavamalla (including that of Pafichapandavamalai) 
is so different from the writing of the Kasakudi plates that I feel doubtful if we 
.eould accept them all,as such. Unless there is more convincing evidence, it 18 
Nandivarman-Pallavamalla’s Jong reign, not safe to rely upon the dates of these 
derived from stone inscriptions, disputed. stone inscriptions and ascribe them to 
| Nandivarman-Pallavamalla merely on the 
strength of forms like Nandippottaraiyar, Nandipotaraja or Nandipdtavarman which 
occur in them ав the names of the reigning king. For aught we know, it looks more 
likely that some at least of these are to be identified with Nandivarma-Maharaja of the 
Pallava-tilaka family who is distinguished from the usurper Nandivarman-Pallavamalla 
‘and his descendants, as being a member of the direct line of Pallavas. Some perhaps, of 
these stone records may also belong to Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman III, the grandson 
of Nandivarman-Pallavamalla. If, therefore, it is presumed that the rule of Pallava- 
malla extended to a period of roughly 25 years and came to ап end about A.D. 750 
(ог а few years later) subsequent to the victorious march of the Western Chalukya 
king Vikramaditya IJ. into Kafichi and if it is also known from stone records that 
Nandivarman-Pallavamalla's son Dantivarman (or Dantivikramavarman) reigned for 
-50 years, ie. till almost about A.D. 805, it does not become apparent why Nandi- 
varman or Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman, the son of Dantivarman and grandson of 
Nandivarman-Pallavamalla, as а yuvardja (if not then a crowned king) could not have 
‘been present, as stated in the Manne grant, on the occasion of the coronation of 
'Sivamàra II.

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8. The Ganga account given by Mr. Rice from Mysore inscriptions, refers to the 
conquests of Bhüvikrama which extended into the whole of the Pallava dominions. 
His brother Sivamara I. is stated to have exercised suzerain power over certain 
Pallava princes. In the last year’s Report I referred to two inscriptions of the time 
of Sripurusha-Muttarasa son of Sivamaran I. which were found at Oddappatti 
{bordering on the Pallava territory) in the 
Salem district. The influence therefore 
of the Gangas in the Pallava dominions appears to have been а historical fact. Га 
the time of Sivamara II. (Saigotta), according to Mr. Rice, Є the prosperity of the 
Gangas underwent a reverse.” Among the many causes that may have brought 
about this result, the subjugation of the Ganga by Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman 
mentioned in the Tanjore district plates, must have been one. ‘The Siyamangalam 
record of the 3rd year of Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman (Ep. Ind. Vol. VI. р. 321) 
mentions as his feudatory a certain Ganga chief named Nergutti. 


Ganga influence in the Pallava country. 


The regnal year 58 given in the Tanjore district plates, falls within the latest 
year for Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman (vz. 62) available from his Tiruvallam rock 
inscription (5. Z.T. Vol. ПІ. p. 91). It remains only to remark that of the 308 shares 
into which the village Dayamukhamangalam was divided, the existing plates render 
aceount for only 240. Consequently it looks as if some plates at the end which 
registered the remaining 68 shares and eontained the usual closing verses, must be 
missing. 

No. 349 of Appendix B from Kalattür belongs to the 14th year of Nandivarma- 
Maharaja who in all probability was one of the members of the direct line of Pallavas 
and a successor of the Pallava-tilaka Dantivarma-Maharaja of the Triplieane inscription 
(Ep. Ind. Vol. VIII. p. 290).

9. Three records of kings included under this family name, have been copied 
during the year under review. One comes from Tiruvorriyür (No. 372 of Appendix B) 
and refers to a sale of land by the assembly of Manali, to a certain Nirafijanaguravar 
of Tiruvorriyür for the benefit of a temple of Mahadéva built in that village by the 
guravar, after his own name. It is not impossible that this temple is identical 
with the modern Adhipuri$vara, though the position of the slab built into the floor of 
the temple, makes it somewhat suspicious 
з and suggests the possibility of its having 
been brought from some other Siva temple which may no longer be in existence. 
The record is dated in the 19th year of Vijaya-Kampavarman who is believed b 
Professor Hultzsch to have been a son of Nandivikramavarman and a brother of 
Nripatungavikramavarman. The latest date for Vijaya-Kampavarman from inscrip- 
tions hitherto known, is his 23rd year. It may be noted that like Nandivikramavar- 
man, Vijaya-Kampavikramavarman, also appears to have held sway over certain 
Ganga chiefs. 


10. The last of the Ganga-Pallava kings was Aparajitavikramavarman (Report 
for 1905-06, Part II, paragraphs 9 and 10). The only inscriptions of his time copied 
so far, were those from Tiruttani and Mangadu, dated in the 3rd and 18th years of his 
reign respectively (Nos. 351 of 1908 and 
435 of 1905). Two records from Satya- 
védu secured at the instance of Г. Vibert, Esq., I.C.S., belong to the 4th and Sth 
years respectively of this king and record gifts by a certain Kumarandai, ‘ chief of 
Séra-nádu,' also entitled Kurumbaradittan and Kadupatti-Péraraiyan and by his wife 
Porrinangai. The title Kadupatti-Péraraiyan like Kadupatti-Tamila-Péraraiyan 
whieh occurs in two records of the байра-РаПата kings (5.7.7. Vol. ПІ.р. 92 f), 
perhaps only means ‘the foremost chief of the Kadupatti (2.6. the Pallava king)? 
The term Kurumbarádittan is interesting whether taken as a-title or as a proper 
name. It means literally “the sun among the Kurumbar ; " and Kurumbar is aterm 
which has been applied to the Pallavas by Sir Walter Elliot.and other early 
archeologists. Perhaps the chief Kumarandai was himself a member of the Pallava 
family (Kurumbar) and served under the Ganga-Pallava king Aparajitavarman. The 
liquid measure vidélvidugu referred to in one of the two records under reference was:

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perhaps so called after the surname Vidélvidugu which as Professor Hultzsch remarks 
(ibid. p. 93) may have been adopted by Vijaya-Nandivikramavarman and his son 
Vijaya-Nripatuigavikramavarman.  'lellàrrerinda Nandippottaraiyar who is the hero 
of the Tamil poem Nandikkalambagam also bore the title Vidélvidugu.

11. Two early Chola inscriptions on the Ghritapuriévara temple at Tillasthànam 
referred to in my last year’s Report (Part II, paragraph 4) and included in the 
inspection notes for 1910-11 of the 
Government Epigraphist for India, were 
copied during the current field season and 
are registered as Nos. 286 and 287 of 
Appendix B. The former is interesting, as it refers to the Chola king Rajakésari- 
varman, ‘who overran Tondai-nadu,’ and to the Chéra king (Séruman) Sthanu- 
Ravi ‘ who was the conqueror of kings (that were the masters) of many elephants.” 
It is stated that these two kings conferred on a certain Vikki-Annan the following 
honours; a (feudatory) throne (?), flywhisk, palanquin, drum, mansion, pónagam 
(?), bugle, an army of male elephants and the hereditary title of Sembiyan-Tamilaval. 
Vikki-Annan's wife Kadambamadévi made provision for a lamp in the temple of 
Tiruneyttanam (i.e. the modern Tillasthànam) From the Tiruvalangadu plates 
it is clear that the Chola king who overran Tondai-nàdu is Rajakésarivarman 
Aditya I. The paleography of the Tillasthanam inscription does not militate 
against our assigning it to the time of Aditya. If so, it corroborates the 
conclusions already arrived at from the Tirüvalangadu plates regarding Aditya’s 
conquests. That his name should have been associated with that of the Chéra king 
Sthinu-Ravi is of even greater historical interest. Nothing has been known of 
Chéra (Kérala) and its kings prior to the time of СЬб]а supremacy. There is also 
sufficient reason to believe that this supermacy, even when it came, did not exercise 
its power in any appreciable degree. The earliest records found so far in the Chéra 
kingdom are very few, — the two epigraphs from Vellalür copied last year and noticed 
in Part II, paragraph 3 of my Report, being the most prominent. It was seen that 
these latter belonged to the reign of two early Chéra kings Kokkandan Уїгапйгйуала, 

and Kokkandan Ravi of the Chandraditya 

family. In the fresh light thrown upon 
Chéra history by the Tillasthanam record it appears as if kokkandan is to be taken 
as a general epithet of early Chera kings and be translated ‘the vanquisher of kings 
(not ‘king Kantha’ as І then understood it) Consequently, therefore, Viranárüyana 
and Ravi must be two different kings who ruled the Chéra country perhaps, one after 
the other. ОҒ {һе former nothing more could be registered than that his name was 
remembered and adopted by later kings who claimed Kerala ancestry (Reports for 1906, 
р. 75 and for 1910, р. 102). І would identify the latter, on the strenghth of palæo- 
graphy, with Sthanu-Ravi the contemporary of Rajakésarivarman Aditya I. If this 
is admitted, it follows that Sthànu-Ravi, like Aditya, was а powerful independent Chéra 
king who in his own country was ‘ the vanquisher of many lords of elephants,’ that the 
chief Vikki-Annan was the favourite of both Sthànu-Ravi and Aditya and that the 
two latter were possibly friends whose dominions, remained distinct from and 
independent of each other. Prior to the time of Parántaka I., it is believed that there 
existed no trace of Chola influence in the Chéra country. What then contributed to 
the friendship of the two kings Aditya and Sthánu-Ravi or to the common patronage 
they bestowed upon Vikki-Annan, must he decided only by future research. It is 
not impossible that Sthinu-Ravi substantially assisted Aditya in his conquest of the 
Pallavas and the acquisition of their territory and that Vikki-Annan distinguished 
"TTE . himself on this occasion, as an able 

uen pen кызаш proin Кошип general. Vikki was evidently of a Karnita 
| extraction ав his own name and that of 

his wife Kadambamadévi, indicate. It is even probable that he was one of the chiefs 
of Kodumbaliir who from the beginning of their career appear to have been feudatory 
to the Chólas and are counted as one of the five early ver families mentioned in Tamil 
literature. Some fragmentary Kanarese inscriptions found at Kodumbàlür which may 
have to be attributed to them, suggest their connection with the Kanarese country. 
The friendly relations that existed between the Kerala king Sthànu-Ravi and the Chéla

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Aditya I. as established by the Tillasthanam inscription, may be taken to account for 
Parantaka I. having married the daughter of the Kérala king as stated in the Uda- 
yéndiram plates of Prithivipati П. (8.7.7. Vol. П. р. 386). Sthànu-Ravi of the 
Kottayam plates (Ер. Ind. Vol. IV. p. 293) is a later king of that name and could 
not be identified with the Sthanu-Ravi mentioned in the Tillasthanam record. 


12. In the second year of another Rajakésarivarman (No. 222 of Appendix B) the 
perunagarattir (i.e. the merchants) of Kumaramattandapuram (perhaps a hamlet 
of the modern Tirunagéévaram) constructed a verandah round the temple (palli) of 
Miladudaiyar, built а gopura for it and assigned a portion of their income for keep- 
ing up these structures in proper repair and maintaining some flower gardens. 
This income was evidently formed of fees (varávaikal) which they had the privilege to 
collect. What the nature of these fees was, we are not told. The name Milad- 
udaiyár-pali which the merchants of Kumaramatténdapuram improved, suggests а 
Jaina shrine and there appears also some reason for believing that a Jaina temple 
may have once existed at Tirunagé$varam 
(see Part I, paragraph 9). Kumara- 
máttànda was the surname of an early 
Pallava king called Kadupattigal Nandippottaraiyar (No. 199 of 1907). Perhaps the 
village Kumaramattandapuram owed its existence to this king. The archaic characters 
of the inscription also suggest that Rajakésarivarman who was ruling at the time may 
have been Nae I. Again, Miladudaiyar is the name of the famous Saiva saint 
Meypporunàyanàr whose copper image was installed in the Brihadi$vara temple 
at Taüjavür in the 3rd year ої Rajéndra-Chola І. (9.1.1. Vol. П. p. 166, No. 40). 

Mero АЙН He was connected with one of the Chédi 
Miladudaiyar-Meypporunayanar. chiefs of Kiliyür in the South Arcot 
district. It is also possible that Milàdudaiyàr-palli at Kumaramattandapuram refers 
‘to a school or monastery built in honour of the diva saint Miladudaiyar. If this were 
so, the date of Meéypporuniyanàr will have to be placed sometime prior to 
Rajakésarivarman Aditya I. 

18. Thirteen records of Madiraikonda Parakésarivarman have been copied. But 
none of them register any important events that deserve to be noted here. An 
inscription from the Kolar district dated in his 29th year (No. 457 of 1911) and two 
records from Tillasthanam (Nos. 290 
and 231 of Appendix B) which mention 
the village Parantakapuram in Konga- 
nàdu and Kongapperuvali, Ze. ‘the high road to the Kongu (country), respectively, 
establish Parantaka’s connection with Konga-nadu which must at that time have 
extended partly also into the Mysore territory. 


14. In a recent contribution to the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society for April 
1909, Мг. В. Narasimhachar of the Mysore Archzological Survey has interpreted a 
phrase occurring in the supplementary Atakir. inscription, differently from what 
scholars have been doing till recently and defended the action and character of 
Būtuga Il., the Western Ganga feudatory of the ttashtraküta Krishna III., in the matter 
of killing in battle the latter’s bitter enemy, the Chola king Rajaditya. Не concludes 
that * Bütuga undauntedly mounted the elephant on which Rajaditya was seated 
and engaging him in hand to hand fight in the howdah itself stabbed him witha 
dagger and thus killed him.” In bis Archzological Report for 1911 recently issued 
(р. 38 and Plate), Mr. Narasimhachar finds corroboration for his interpretation in a 
sculpture on a viragal discovered by him at Neralige. It looks, therefore, very likely 
that Rajaditya was killed in battle while actually he was seated on the elephant. 
The large Leyden grant published in Archeological Survey of Southern India, Vol. 
ТУ. (pp. 204 ff.), further supports this interpretation of the Atakür record when it 
states that Rajaditya “ went to the world'of heroes (i.e. died) being pierced in the 
heart while seated on the back of (his) elephant.” In the Tamil inscriptions copied 
during the year under review at Kumbha- 
konam and TirunagéSvaram, we find more 
_ than one reference to a Chola prince named 
Anaimérrufijinar. №. 226 of Appendix B mentions a vēlam (quarter) of Tafijavir 
(Tanjore) called Kilai-vélam, after Udaiyapirattiyar Kilanadigal, mother of Anai- 
mérrufijpàr end No. 212 of the same Appendix refers to another vélam called

vēlam at Tanjavür. The former is dated in the 4th year of Parakésarivarman ‘ who 
took the head of the Pandya’ and the latter in the 8th year of Rajéndra-Chola I. 
Still another record of the eighth year of an unidentified Parakésarivarman copied at 
Tiruvellarai (No. 534 of 1905), mentions a gift to the shrine of Sri-Krishna and 
Rukmini at that village, by lrayiravandévi-Ammanár, queen of Anaimérrufijinar. 
Anaimérrufijinàr, on the analogy of Ponméaligaittufijinar (surname of Sundara- 
Chóla Paràntaka IL) and Arrirtufijinadévar (surname of Rajakésarivarma Aditya 
I.), means * (the king or prince) who died on the (back of his) elephant.’ It is not, 
therefore, improbable that in the name Anaimérrufijinér we have to find a surname 
of Rajaditya, the eldest son of Parāntaka I. who as stated in the Leyden grant and 
the Atakir inscription died on the back of his elephant. The mother Kilànadigal . 
mentioned in No. 226 of Appendix B is probably identical with Kokkilànadigal who 
was the queen of Рагапќака I. and 
mother of Rajaditya alias Müvadi-Chola 
(Professor  Kielhorn's Supplement to 
Southern List in Epigraphia Indica, Vol. VIII. Appendix П. p. 22). Rajaditya’s 
queen Irayiravandévi-Ammanar mentioned in the Tiruvellarai record is not known 
from other inscriptions. 


His mother Kilanadigal and his queen Irayira- 
vandévi-Ammanar. 


15. Of the fourteen insciprtions of the unspecified Chola king Rajakésarivarman 
copied during the year, No. 255 of Appendix B, which is dated in the 3rd year of 
his reign, may safely be attributed to Gandaráditya ; because it is not unlikely that 
Rajaditya died without succeeding to the throe and that, therefore, the title 

Rasjakésisivatman Gandéciditya Rajakesarivarman descended upon Ganda- 

i і raditya the second son ої Parakésarivar- 
man Parantaka І. A stronger reason for attributing this record to Gandaraditya is 
found in the following. It has been suggested that Perantaka invaded the Pandya 
kingdom thrice and that in the last of these he conquered also Паш (Ceylon) (Report 
for 1907, p. 73, paragraph 34). The earliest year in which the conquests of Madura 
and llam are mentioned together in inscriptions, is the 37th of Parantaka I. 
Historical evidence must naturally be expected to corroborate this important campaign 
of the Chólaking. Мг. Venkayya quotes the Mahawamea to prove this third invasion 
of Madura on which occasion Parantaka also conquered Ceylon. The Kumbha- 
kónam record under reference states that Madiraikonda-Udaiyàr (4e. Рагапќака I.) 
levied an impost (алдат) of 3,000 kalatju of gold on the members of the assembly 
of Tirukkudamükkil (2.6. Kumbhakónam) and that they had agreed to pay the 
amount to the Pdandippadaivar in the 
38th year (of Parántaka). Pandippadaryar 
means either the soldiers recruited for 
conquering the Pandya or the soldiers of 
the Pandya. Ifthe latter is what is meant here, the conquest of Madura for the 
third time by Parantaka I., appears to have been an accomplished fact before the 38th 
year of the king and that the soldiers of the Pandya, perhaps captured in war, were 
stationed somewhere near Kumbhakónam and had to be maintained at the expense 
of the residents of that village. 


An impost of 3,000 kalaiju levied in the 38th 
year of Parántaka I., and made payable to 
the Pdandippadaiyar. 


16. A record of the 9th year of Rajakésarivarman (No. 215 of Appendix B) 
seems to register a gift by a daughter of prince Arikulakésarin, called Arifijigai- 
piráttiyàr alias Banapperundéviyar. Нег 
gift is again referred to in three other 
records of the 14th year of Rajaraja I., 
which also come from Tirunagéévaram near Kumbhakónam (No. 218 of Appendix В 
and Nos. 81 and 82 of 1897). That the princess was called Arifjigaipirattiyar, 
perhaps after her father, may indicate the possibility of Arikulakésarin being 
indentical with Ariüjaya. Рагапќака I. is stated to have uprooted the Banas and 
conferred their kingdom on а Ganga prince. From the statement of the Tirunáges- 
varam record vz, that a daughter of Arikulakésarin (son of Parántaka I.) was the 
‘queen of a Bana king, we must perhaps infer that the Banas had accepted а feudatory 
“position under the Chólas and had entered into matrimonial relations with them. 
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Arifijigaipirattiyar alias Bànapperundéviy&r, 
daughter of prince Arikulakésarin.

Perhaps Samarakésari and Vikrama$inga 
were likewise also titles of Parāntaka. 


17. In the collection under review, we have two records from Vélachchéri 
(Nos. 315 and 306 of Appendix B) which belong to the 5th and 7th years of Madirai-- 
konda Rajakésarivarman. It remains still doubtful with whom we have to identify 
this king. As the prefix Madiraikonda clearly indicates, he must have been a son of 
Madiraikonda Parakésarivarman Parántaka I. Of the latter’s sons the eldest Raja- 
ditya, as already suggested, may not have succeeded to the throne though the- 
Leyden and the Tiruvalangadu plates state that he did; for, both in the Atakür and 
the Solapuram records he is reported to have been killed in or before Saka 872 (— 
A.D. 949-50), whereas Parántaka's latest year, derived from inscriptions, is A.D. 
951-2. Consequently Rajaditya’s death must have happened almost about the end 
of Parantaka’s reign, if not a little earlier. Rajaditya’s name having thus to be 
omitted from the Chola chronology, the next king Gandaraditya who succeeded 
Parántaka I. would bea Rajakésarivarman. Gandaradditya we know had the prefix 
Parántaka attached to his name. It is possible that he had also sometimes the prefix 
Madiraikonda, the distinguishing epithet of his father Рагапіака I. But nowhere: 
so far, has it been clearly stated that Parantaka Gandaraditya was a Rajakésari- 
varman. Again, Madiraikonda Rajakésarivarman’s epigraphs extend as far as his

A.D. 985) we have hardly 35 years in which to accommodate six kings mentioned 
both in the Leyden and the Tiruvàlangádu plates. Of these we are certain that 
Parakésarivarman Gandaraditya Madhurantaka Uttama-Chola, who immediately 
preceded Rájarája I. reigned for at least 15 years (No. 176 of 1906). The already 
small interval is, thus, further reduced to 20 which is too short a period for even. 
the three kings, Gandaraditya I, Sundara-Chóla Parantaka II. and Aditya-Karikala. 
П., whose inscriptions are extant. In any case we may for the present provisionally 
presume that Madiraikonda Rajakésarivarman is identical with Gandaraditya. 

18. No. 287 of Appendix B referred to at the beginning of paragraph 11 above, 
is dated in the 13th year of an unidentified Rajakésarivarman and records a gift by 
Varaguna-Perumanar queen of Parantaka Ilangévélar. This gift of the queen is, 
again, referred to in another Tillasthanam inscription of the 2nd year ої Parakésarivar- 
man (No. 277 of 1911). Varaguna (i.e. Varaguna-Perumanar), we know, was the 
wife of Bhüti Vikramakesarin also called Tennavan Паћобуе], Madhurantaka Irukku-- 
vel, Adittan Vikramakésari and Maravan Радіуаг (Report for 1908, paragraphs 55

His time has been determined by Mr. Venkayya to be that of Aditya-Karikala ТТ, on 
the strength of the statement in a Kodumbalir inscription that Bhüti * conquered 
Vira-Pandya in battle’ and the fact that Aditya-Karikala also claims in his inscrip- 
tions to have killed the same Pandya king. The latest years of Rajakésarivarman: 
and Parakésarivarman in which llangovel's name appears are the 27th and 21st 
respectively. It is difficult to reconcile, however, how such late dates could be 
possible in the case of any of the six (or'rather five) kings who ruled during the. 
short period of 35 years prior to the accession of Rajaraja I. 


19. Parakésarivarman ‘who took the head of the Pandya (or sometimes Vira-- 
Pandya)’, has been identified with Aditya II-Karikála, the predecessor of Madhurán-- 
taka Uttama-Chola who ascended the throne about A.D. 969-70. Five inscriptions of 
this Parakésarivarman ranging between his 3rd and 5th years have been copied from

Parakésarivarman ‘who took the hesi of They record gifts by Koyil-Mayilai alias 
the Pandya.

His was evidently one of 
the offices which was solely in charge of public charities and was financed by the State.

ро ut district. No. 224 of Appendix В may be attributed to Parakésarivarman 

ditya 1-Каті Ша mentioned in the previous paragraph, inasmuch as a transaction 
registered in this record is indirectly referred to in No. 225 which is dated in the 5th 
year of Parakésarivarman * who took the head of the Pandya.’

ive details for astronomical verification 
with which we are enabled to fix the date of the unidentified Parakésarivarman of 
these inscriptions. Мг. L. D. Swamikannu Pillai, м.а. LL.B. (Lonp.), to whom І 
referred these dates, has very kindly calculated them for me and has arrived at the- 
equivalents: Thursday, 22nd April A.D. 975, Thursday, 30th January A.D. 979 and 
Friday, 9th June A.D. 982. These fall precisely within the reign of Madhurantaka 
Uttama-Chola and fix A.D. 969-70 as the date of accession of that king as already 
deduced from his Tiruvidaimarudir record (No. 265 of 1907). 


On the south wall of the central shrine in the Siva temple at Tirunagéévaram is 
the © miniature representation of a woman in a sitting and worshipping posture ? as 
noted by Mr. Subrahmanya Aiyar. No. 219 of Appendix B, which is adjacent to it 
is written in Sanskrit and refers to Gandaraditya, his son Madhurantaka and the 
latter’s mother. Probably Gandaraditya was the builder of the temple, as hinted in 
this Sanskrit record. 

21. The Вара queen Arifijigaipirattiyar, daughter of prince Arikulakésarin, has 
been already referred to. A grant of gold (coin) presented by her to the temple of 

iva at Tiruvinnagar Tirunagiévaram, is registered in No. 218 of Appendix B which 
is dated in the 14th year of Rájarája I. It is curious to note that the gold (Ёа/айји) 
presented, is stated in the record to have been called, tulai-pon, subsequent to the 
gold being ‘burnt, cut, melted, cooled, 
and found current, neither wanting in 
purity nor in weight." No. 375 of Appendix B which comes from Nàráàyanavanam 
in the Karvétinagar Zamindari refers to the chief Vikkiyannan Pugalvipparagandan

Bana king. Chalukki like Пада must have been a family of local chiefs who were 
subordinate to the Chola. 


22. A much damaged record from Sénür in the North Arcot district (No. 394 
of Appendix В) supplies а new historical introduction for Rajaraja Г. and mentions 
that he destroyed the town of Madurai 
(Madura), conquered the haughty kings 
of Kollam, Kolla-dé$am and Kodungolür 
(Cranganore) and that the kings of the sea (kadalaraifar) waited on him. He 
receives further, the epithets Tennaparakraman and Kir[tti]parákrama-Solan. It 
may be noted here that among the military exploits of Кајагаја I. mentioned in the 
Tiruvalangadu plates the conquest of the Pandya king Amarabhujanga and the 
invasion of the country created by Para$uràma, are specially referred to. Мо. 304 
of 1911 calls the king Rajarajakésarivarman Mummudi-Chola, a surname which he 
held already in his 4th year as disclosed by two of his records at Tirumalpuram 
(Report for 1907, p. 74, paragraph 37). | 


23. No. 211 of Appendix B from Tirunàgeávaram is dated in the 6th year of 
Parakésarivarman Ràjéndra-Chola І. and refers to the army of the king which was 
then commanded by Sola-Müvéndavélàr. The latter appears to be only a title and not 
a proper name. In this same year the king is stated to have issued orders to sell (by 
public auction) lands held by classes other than Brahmanas in the village ої Vélach- 
chéri. Perhaps these orders applied only to defaulters who did not pay their taxes 

E 4 ба regularly. Another record (No. 217 of 
Rajéndra-Chola I. and the military officer Appendix B) registers a gift by Narak- 

Krishnan Raman. kan Krishnan Kaman of Kéralantaka- 
chaturvédimangalam, to the Siva temple at Tirunagésvaram. In the body of the 
record the 24th and 31st years of the king are quoted, while the inseription itself 
is dated in his 32nd year. The latest date of Rajéndra-Chola verified so far, is 
his 31st. The donor Narakkan Krishnan Raman is identical with Krishnan Kaman 
who, being the commander of Rajaraja’s army, superintended the building of the 
enclosure of the Brihadi$vara temple at Tanjore (5.1.1. Vol. П. р. 139, No. 31). The 
same officer is also known to have set up an image of Ardhanari§vara in the Tanjore 
temple (ibid. No. 89). No. 275 of Appendix В refers to an image of Pafichadéha 
(ùe. the five-bodied) Siva set up in that temple, whose description is similar to that in 
No. 30 of 5.1.Г. Vol II. р. 137. Rajéndrasolan-kasu which is mentioned in the 
Tirunagé$varam record (No. 217 of 1911) was evidently the name of a coin issued by 
Rajéndra-Chola І. 


24. In the 2nd year of Parakésarivarman Rajéndradéva, 2.е. about A.D. 1054 
(No. 214 of Appendix В), it is stated that floods (in the river Cauvery) caused damage 
to an irrigation channel and the adjoining lands (belonging to the temple of Tirunagés- 
varam) and that the chief Vikkiramasin- 
gappallavaraiyan lent to the temple 
trustees the amount required for restoring these to their original condition. We learn 
from No. 473 of Appendix B that Rajéndradéva’s chief military officer who had 
control over the Dandandyakas was а certain Véttan Pafichanedivanan alias Madhu- 
rantaka-Tamilappéraraiyan, 

25. Inscriptions of Kulottunga I. copied during the year, come exclusively from 
Mysore. Nos, 469 and 470 which are dated in the 5th and 4th years of the king 

Kulottunea I respectively, refer to Pillaiyar Ammangai-

Chola I., wife of the Eastern Chalukya king Rajaraja and the mother of Kulottunga I. 

Perhaps as a Chola princess she is called Pullaiyar and as an elderly lady, Хаг

26. A search made for early Chola inscriptions in and around Sayavanam, the

A new historical introduction in a record of 
Rajaraja I.

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27. Three inscriptions from Kalattür and Tiruvanakkoyil (Nos. 846, 359 and 
363 of Appendix B.) which are dated in the 12th year of Konérinmaikondàn 
(Konérimelkondàn), have perhaps to be attributed to Kulottunga ІІ. on the 
evidence of their paleography. The names Kuléttunga, Anapaya and Tirunirruch- 
еһбізп which occur in them probably ag surnames of the king, тәу be taken to refer 
either to Kulottunga I. ог Kulottunga II. 
In the inscriptions of the former we do. 
not meet with the surname Anapáya, but Tirunirruchehólan sometimes occurs ; and 
Tondaiman the local authority to whom the orders are issued in Nos. 346 and 
363, was, according to the Kalingattupparani, one of the officers of Kulóttunga I. 
Anapaya-Miivéndavélin, however, evidently so called after a well known 
surname of the king, figures in all the three records under reference as the Royal 
Secretary (tirumandira-dlai) who actually drafted the orders. No. 269 of 1901 
from Tiruvàrür (noticed in 8.7.1. Vol. II. р. 153) begins with the historical 
introduction рй mannu padumam, etc. and obviously supplies for Rajakésarivarman 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva, the surname Anapaya. ‘This latter 
introduction and another which begins with рй mēvi valara, being found to be 
different from the introductions ої Kulottunga-Chola I. have been hitherto tentatively’ 
presumed to belong to, Kulóttunga-Choda II. whose Chellür plates are dated in Saka 
mA | р 1065.

28. Two records of Parakésarivarman Rajaraja II. are registered as Nos. 221 and 
369 of Appendix В in both of which his queen appears under the name or surname 
Mukkokkilanadigal. Professor Hultusch quotes a record of his successor Rajadhiraja 
II. (S. Г. Г. Vol. ІП. p. 207) from which it may be gathered that Кајагаја II. must 
have reigned at least for 26 years. ‘The Kalamukha or the Lakulióa- Pa$upata sect, one 
of the oldest schisms of Saivism appears to have been current at the end of the 12th 
century A.D. The Kalattür and Tiru- 
vànakkoyil inscriptions mention Goma- 
dattu Sailarasi-Pandita and Jñānarāśi-Pandita who were the owners of these temples 
and belonged to that sect. I noticed a figure of the Kalamukha, Parafijoti-Pandita 
pictured on the north wall of the Tiruvanakkiyil temple. 


29. Rajakésarivarman Rajachiraja П. is represented by four inscriptions in the 
collection, one of which (No. 800 of Appendix В; gives him the credit of having 
conquered Madurai (Madura) and Tlam (Ceylon). No. 871 represents him as 
personally attending a festival in the 
temple of Padampakka-Nayakadéva at 
Tiruvorriyür on which occasion were also 
present the Saiva teachers Chaturánana-Pandita and Vàagi$vara-Pandita the latter of 
whom expounded the Soma-siddhànta (2.6. the doctrine of the Kapalika Saivas) in the 
temple. It is also stated that the king in company with these learned teachers was 
on that occasion pleased to hear the story (Sripurdna) ої Aludaiva-Nambi. Evidently 
Tiruvorriyür was a place of great religious sanetity which attracted even kings to 
attend its festivals. Kulottunga-Chola 
ПІ., the successor of Kajidhiraja, is also 
stated to have attended a festival in that 
temple (No. 368 of Appendix B.) The name Padampakka-Nayakadéva, (also referred 
to in No. 367 of Appendix B) seems to connect the shrine of Xdbipurtivara with the 
serpent’s hood (padam) and confirms the statement of the priests that the god now 
worshipped in the Tiruvorriyür temple is an ant-hill covered on all sides with a 
metallic protector. The philosophie drama Prabodhachandrodaya written by Krishna- 
шга about the middle of the 11th century A.D. introduces a character in the form of 
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Kulottunga II, Anapaya.

Again 
the followers of this Soma-siddhanta, otherwise called Kapalikas, are represented to 
have offered human sacrifices to please their god Bhairava, (one of the terrible manifes- 
tations of Siva) and his consort and to have practically revelled in drinking and 
debauchery. They believed, it is stated, in attaining Sivahood even while enjoy- 
Its creed ing the sensual pleasures of life but 
| ‘condemned as hindrances to progress the 
practice of forbidden powers (siddA?s) such аз (1) bringing one under psychic control, (2) 
attracting a body from a distance, (3) mesmerising, (4) causing death without bodily in- 
jury, (5) creating craziness and (6) transporting a body away to distant countries-—by 
power of spells. These were evidently forms of religion which the Brahmanas 
condemned as left-handed. That the Siva temple at Tiruvorriyür had an institution to 
propagate and a teacher to expound such a despised form of religion accounts perhaps for 
the one or two still existing ceremonials not generally permitted in Brahmanical temples, 
viz. the offering of arrack and flesh to a goddess within the very sacred precincts of the 
temple and the sacrificing of animals to propitiate her, even though they be on certain 
prescribed days in the year. It must be that the influence of Samkaracharya’s refined 
aud liberal Védantism did effectually put a stop to the evil practices of 3óma-siddhànta 
(which must have included the Sakti worship in some form or other) not only at Tiru- 
Beside ete k at Ti - vorriyür but throughout [nlia wherever 
атлгаопатуа апа nis work ak ОРТО. — it was so observed and this event is even 
now gratefully remembered at Tirugorriyür in the story that Sarnkaracharya person- 
ally went there and securing the vital energy of an evil goddess who was then 
swallowing everything that came in her way, threw it intoa well (pointed out even 
now) and closed its mouth with a huge slab. ‘The goddess became powerless and 
thence forward assumed а calm countenance. Still, once in the year, by way of 
compromise as it were, the orgiastic rites are observed and the terrible and all- 
swallowing spirit is believed to be appeased. Sathkaracharya too, as а bene- 
factor, is immortalized by a statue placed in the temple and receives regular worship 
along with the principal deity. The persistence of Sóma-siddhànta in the Tiru- 
vorriyür temple in the 18th century А. D. despite the reformer Sathkaracharya, only 
confirms one of those national characteristics of the Hindu—a reluctance to adopt 
reforms even when they are proved to be good and beneficial. 

30. Kulottunga Ili. was the last of the Chola kings who was powerful. Не is 
apparently referred to as Periyadévar in a record of Rajaraja III (No. 263 of 
Appendix B). Inscriptions of Kuldttunga copied during the current field season range 
from the 5th to the 36th year of his reign. One record from Tiruvorriyür ( No. 368 of 
Appendix В) mentions a mandapa in that temple called Rajarajuz in which the king

31. In the Nàgé$varasvámin temple at Kumbhakónam was copied an inserip-

that the king referred to in this record may be Rajaraja IL though it was not 
impossible that the epigraph in question could as well be ascribed to Rajaraja III, 
in which case the historical introduction would be a novel feature. Mr. Svamikannu 
Pillai to whom I submitted for calculation the rather insufficient data of astronomical 
‘details registered in the record, has again with his scholarly grasp of the subject of 
Indian Chronology, favoured me with a very interesting note. It runs: “А closer 
examination of the nakshatra table, however, makes it clear to one who understands 
the bearings of Indian Chronology, that in order that Chitri-nakshatra may be іп 
Mina month and at the same time in the first lunar fortnight, the year must be one 
in which the first new moon of the solar year occurs 25 days (neither much more nor 
much less) after the Mésha-samkranti.

This result agrees very well with the initial date A.D. 1216 arrived at for 
Rajaraja III. by Professor Kielhorn and by Nos. 407, 415 and 418 of 1911. 


82. No. 420 of Appendix B from Lepáka in the Cuddapah district has to be 
attributed to king Rajéndra-Chéla ПІ. (A.D. 1246 to at least 1268). The Sanskrit 
passage at the beginning supplies a long list of the king’s birudas which are interest- 
ing. A similar passage with slight variations is also шош the Srirangam record

‘the subduer of the Pandyas and Kéralas, the plunderer of the Pandya country, 
(the hero) whose sword was clever in cutting off the crowned head of the Pandya 
‘king, he who placed his feet on the jewelled crown of the Pandya, who was 
-death itself to the Karnàta kings, who drowned the vigour of the Kali age in the 
ocean and on whose leg Vira-Soméévara the wrestler on hill,forts (yiridurga-maila), 
placed (with his own hands), the anklet of heroes.” This Maharajadhiraja Tribhuvana- 
‘ehakravartin Rajéndra-Choladéva, * who took the crowned heads of two Pandya kings? 
‚айа wasentitled Konérimaikondan, made a gift to the temple of Tiruehehirrambala- 
"mudaiyàr in the village of Nenpikkam (Ze. the modern Lepàka) in Pottappi-nàdu 
which was а sub-division of Ràjendra$ola-mandalam. Іа his report for 1906 (Part ІТ, 
;paragraph 24) Mr. Venkayya has noticed an inscription from Tripurüntakam which 
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also attributes to Rajéndra-Chola the feat of having cut off the heads of two Pandya. 
ings. The attribute ‘a veritable Rama in conquering the northern Lanka which 
was the abode of Virarükshasas, may be taken as a proof of Rajéndra-Chola having 
attempted to extend his dominion into the Telugu country, on the death of the 
Kikatiya king Ganapati. Itis not possible to say who the king Rajaraja was, to whom 
Rajéndra-Chila offered the double crown for three years and then killed him. The 
‚ word dhurta which means, ‘a crafty mischievous man, a rogue,’ used in this connec- 
tion, makes it appear as if Rajéndra-Chola had treacherously murdered his predecessor 
Rajaraja ПТ., three years after securing for him the two crowns—perhaps those of 
the Pandya and the Kérala. The Hoysala king Vira-Soméévara who is reported to 
have placed with his own hand the anklet of heroes, on the leg of Rajéndra-Chola. 
ПІ. is described in one of his own records as having uprooted Hhàjéndra-Chola in 
battles and having reinstated him when he begged for protection (Ер. carn. 
Vol. V. Ak. 123).

33. Four Vatteluttu records copied at Kovilkulam and Tiruchchendir in the: 
Tinnevelly district belong to the time of the early Pandya kings, Sadaiyamáran and 
Varaguna-Miaraya. Nos. 550 to 552 of Appendix В from the former place are dated 
in the 21st year of Sadaiyamaran and refer to the modern Vishnu temple of Tennalagar, 
as Tiruppodiyil Vinnagar-dévar at Kulam. No. 26 of Appendix C from Tiruchchen- 
dür is а complete estampage of the big record of Varaguna-Maraya which was only 
partially copied in the year 1903. It registers that the king who waa devoted to- 
Subrahmanya-Bhatara (of Tiruehehendür) presented 1,400 gold Жаби for the require- 
ments of the temple, all through the: 
twelve months of the year. The money 
was distributed as а permanent loan among several village assemblies so that the 
accruing interest alone may be expended, without disturbing the principal. 


34. Of the medieval Pandyas, Jatavarman Kulasekhara І (A.D. 1190 to at least 
1217) with the historical introduction pavin kilatt eto. is represented by a single inscrip- 
tion in the collection (No. 519 of Appendix B). It comes from Ürkád in the Tinnevelly 
district which has also supplied three records of Kulasékhara’s successor, Maravarman. 
Sundara-Pandya I, who according to the calculations of Professor Kielhorn, succeeded 
to the throne in A.D. 1216 and reigned till at least A.D. 1235. One of these (No. 520 
of Appendix B) gives the long introduction of the king beginning with the words 
pümaruviya tirumadandaiyum and mentions, one of his ministers, the chief Mala- 

_ varayan. Itis in this introduction that. 
Jatavarman Kulasékhara I. and Maravarman Sundara-Pandya boasts of having burnt. 
Sundara-Pandya I. Tank d Uraivar (С : LI 
jore and Uraiyür (Urandai), of having 
performed the anointment of heroes in the bathing hall called Soravalavan at 
irattali and of having- entered, before closing his victorious tour, the country: 
Mudigonda$ólapura-mandalam. The latest date supplied by No. 522 of Appendix В, 
viz. the 21st year (corresponding roughly to A.D. 1287-8) brings his reign very near 
to that of Maravarman Sundara-Pandya II. whose records generally begin with the 
words pumalar tiruvum, ete. Kilachchéval supplies one record with this introduction. 
(No. 524 of Appendix B) in which reference is made to a throne in the palace at. 
Madura, the tamilappallavaraiyan, so named perhaps, after опе of the king’s ministers. 
The full designation of this minister was Annan Tamilappallavaraiyan who also figures, 
in two other allied records from the same place (Nos. 523 and 525 of 1911), dated in 
the 14th year of Sundara-Pandya’s reign. In the latter of these two inscriptions the 
king is referred to by his general titles Tribhuvanachakravartin and Konérimélkondan. 
The three records under reference, together, form one transaction of which No. 523 
of 1911 registers, perhaps the original order of the king and bears the signatures 
of no less than seven officers, who were 
evidently, superintendents in the ‘ depart- 
ment of taxes’ ( puravari-tinatkkala-nayagam). The temple of Kanaviniya-Perumal at 
Kilachchéval, which was the recipient of the gifts registered in the inscriptions quoted 
above, is stated in No. 527 of 1911 from the same place, to have been constructed 
by a certain Tiruppullánidásar of Shermadevi before the 9th year of Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Konerinmaikondàn (i.e. Màravarman Sundara-Pandya П). It was built 
in the name of prince Alagan-Perumal and was accordingly called Kanaviniya- 
Pandya-Vinnagar. A certain Pammiyakkan is stated in both these records (Nos. 526 
and 527 of 1911) ‘to have been pleased to grant’ the site for the temple which, 
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‘subsequently, the king, at the instance of his minister Tufijalirudaiyain Gangéyarayan, 
made completely tax-free. The signatories of the grants riz. Sundarattolan Muttan 
alias Tennavadaraiyan, Kariyamàl alias Adigaiman and Mantri Raman alias Pallava- 
тауап figure also in the inscriptions ої Màravarman Sundara-Pandya I. We are not 
‘told who Pammiyakkan was, that granted the vacant site (nattam) for the temple of 
Kanaviniya-Perumal. She must have been an important personage in the royal 
household and her name suggests a 
Kanarese origin. Could it be that she 
was the queen-mother and sister of the 
Hoysala king Vira-Soméévaradéva who stood in the relation of mamadi ‘ maternal 
uncle? to Maravarman Sundara-Pandya II? 

35. Maravarman Kulasékhara I. who is distinguished by the epithet ‘ who took all 
-countries ’ is represented by four records in Appendices В and C. Three inscriptions 
from Тегісакагабегі in Tinnevelly (Nos. 20 to 22 of 1912) register that the village 
Karaiséri (7.e. Teykukaragéri) was situated in Amudaguna-valanida which is also 
mentioned in the record of Varaguna-Maraya from Tiruchchendir. The mention of 
Kannáttaraéar (1.6. the kings of Karnata) in No. 20 of 1912 is probably a reference to 

Mayavarman Кейна I. the Hoysalas who under Vira-Ramanatha 
must have still been occupying the 
Tamil country and interfering with the political supremacy of the Pandyas. 

36. No. 322 of Appendix B which is dated in the 10th year of Jatavarman 
‘Sundara-Pandya and quotes the lb5th of Perufijingadéva, may refer to the time of 
either Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I. (A.D. 1271 to*at least 1261) or Jativarman 
Sundara-Pandya П. (A.D. 1276 to at least 1290). The latter is more probable in 
as much as Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I. is always distinguished by the epithet ‘ who 
took all countries) The contents of the Madambakkam inscription under reference, 
prove the active interest which the people 
were taking in the maintenance of their 
village temple and unlike modern trustees, kept that institution above all party 
politics, It is stated that the assembly of the village seeing that it was not possible 
to maintain the lamps, offerings and festivals in the temple from the income available 
for that purpose, assigned the northern division (vadakuru) ‘with its wet lands, 
garden lands, houses and house sites’ to the temple, but retained therein 3,000 kuli 
of land with houses and house sites for their own use. They decided also to pay the 
dues on them such as pon-vari and nattu-vari from their own pockets and agreed that 
‘if ever, owing to unfortunate circumstances, we are induced to sell this land, we shall 
do so, for the price at which it then sells, to the sacred treasury of the temple.’ 


37. Inthe Vishnu temple of Bhaktavatsala or Bhaktapriya at Shermadevi, have 
been copied five records of Jatavarman Vira-Pandya * who took Паш (Ceylon), Kongu 
and the Sola-mandalam (the Chola country) and who, having conquered the powerful 
| (Chola) king was pleased to perform the 
anointment of heroes and victors at 
Perumbarrappuliyür (j.e. Chidam- 

baram)? From these records we are able to gaiher that some of the king’s chief 
officers were КаБйрагауап (No. 540 of Appendix B), Tondaimàn, Sembiyadaraiyan 
and Pallavaráyan (No. 542 of the same). Inscriptions of this king copied in 
previous years do not give us any clue as to the period when he flourished. One 
-epigraph, however, from Murappunadu (No. 435 of 1906) which belongs to the 14th 
year ої his reign refers to the brahmadéya village Poéala Virasomidéva-chaturvediman- 
galam. This latter isknownto have been established after the name of his ma@madi 
t maternal uncle ’—the Hoysala king Vira-SiméSvara—by Maravarman Sundara- 
Pandya П. (A.D 1239 toat least 1251). 
Consequently, the conqueror of Паш, 
Kongu and the Sola-mandalam must be, in point of time, subsequent to Maravarman 
Sundara-Pandya II. and perhaps identical with Vira-Pàndya for whom Professor 
Kielhorn gives the initial date A.D. 1253. Inscriptions, Nos. 540 to 543 of Appendix 
В, register double transactions. They record, at the first instance, the order of the 
king who makes the land or lands presented to the temple, tax-free (irazyilt). The 
concession thus given by the king is next repeated through the temple authorities 
‘and permission granted for the charter being engraved on stone and copper. This 
exemption of taxes (ігайуі%) on lands granted to temples and perhaps also to other 
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charitable institutions, appears to have been regularly entered in the revenue- 
registers (puravu and vari) kept for the purpose and the remitted amounts, deducted 

(No. 544 of 1911). It is not, however, possible to state the exact nature of the- 
various items under which the income 

(trai) from lands, registered in the Sher- 

madevi inseriptions, was collected. These- 
are stated to be kadamat, antara jam, viniyógam, achchu-vari * money paid. in cash (?),’ 

kariyavarachehi, vetti-pattam, pafijupili, $andivigiragappéru, và$a!péru, ilafichinaipperu, 

uludinkudi, padikkdval, pon-vari, ete. Other records (e.g. No. 356 of 1906 from Kadu- 

miyamalai) add kurpiravilai, tari-trat, tattara-püttam, ina-vari, ilapputehi, agaravini- 

yogamand idaivari. It may be remarked that ‘the cash income’ (achchu-var? and 

pon-vari) being also included, items other than these must indicate only certain non- 

monetary obligations the nature of which will have to be determined by future 

research. The double transactions under reference were sometimes entered in one 

and the same document (as often found in the Chola records) but the obligations 

enumerated, changed with the country in which the lands were situated and the laws 
by which it was administered. 


38. №. 541 of Appendix В refers to the Védavyasa-matha in the temple of 
Bhaktavatsala and to the holy order ої Ekadanda-Bhataras of that institution who 
expounded, perhaps, the Brahma-sütras of Vedavyàsa.  Ekadandis as distinguished 
from Тгідаодів were evidently followers of a school of Vaishnava samnyasins who 
carried in their hands a single bamboo 
rod as an emblem of the order to which 
they belonged. The Tridandis on the other hand carried three such rods tied together 
into one and belonged to the Advaita school of Samkaracharya. A similar institution: 


ої Ekadanda-Paramahamsas is known to have existed at Murappunádu near Tinnevelly 
(No. 435 of 1906). 


39. To return to the records of Jatàvarman Vira-Pandya, the conqueror of 
Kongu, llam, ete., the Kudumiy&ümalai inscription No. 356 of 1906, must be 
attributed to him, because there, the chief adviser of the king in making the grant 
was Kalingaráyan who has been already referred to as one of Vira-Pandya’s officers. 
This epigraph is a particularly interesting one and supplies for Jatàvarman Vira- 
Pandya a historical introduction in poetical prose beginning with the words tirumagal 

e . valar. We learn from the introduction 
The. pam ре нка andy i recorded inan that Vira-Pandya conquered the kings of 
и рани ^ .  Gaüngam, ,Gaudam, Kadaram, Kasi, 
Kongam, Kudiram, Kollam, Sonagam, Sinam (China), Avanti, Karunadam (Karnata), 
Паш, Kalingam, Telingam, Pundram, ete., fought with the Ohola king a battle at 
Kavikkalam, killed one of the two kings of Ceylon, captured his army, chariots, 
treasures, throne, crown, necklaces, bracelets, parasols, chauris and other royal 
possessions, planted the Pandya flag with the double fish on Konainalai and the high 
peaks of the Trikütagiri mountain, received elephants as tribute from the other king 
of Ceylon (whom, perhaps, he raised to the throne) and subdued the Kerala. 
Trikitagiri is, very probably, the name applied to a three-peaked mountain in the 
Kandyan hill country (Parker’s Ceylon, р. 9) and Konamalai is the Tirukkónamámalai 
mentioned in the Dévaram. ‘This high eulogy bestowed on Vira-Pandya in the 
Kudumiyamalai record justifies at least his more modest boast of having conquered 
Kongu, llam and the Séla-mandalam. No. 131 of 1907 from Kodumbalir, in a 
shorter poetical introduction, also states that Vira-Pandya took Konganam, devastated 
the land of Vadugu, (captured) Gangai-naidu and was crowned at Puliyür (7.е., 
Chidambaram). The latter record makes reference to the coins palam-Śöliyan-käsu and 
Vira-Pandiyag-kasu. 

40. Тһе Miivaraivenran plates noticed in Part I, paragraph 12, are dated in the 
30th year of Jatilavarman Srivallabha and in the Saka year 1515, Vijaya, expressed 
by the ehronogram sakamanya. This date enables us to identify the king with 
Ativiraràma Srivallabha of the Pudukkottai grant who succeeded to the throne in 
A.D. 1562 (Report for 1910, p. 100, list of Later Pandya kings). In tracing his 
The Maüvaraivenràn grant of Abhirama- genealogy 2 the Mivaraivenran plates, аз 

Ativirarama ТІ. usual, begin with the legendary introduc- 
tion and mention Vishnu, Brahma, Atri 
and the moon and then speak, in general terms, of the kings born in the lunar: 


Some records of his time from the Pandya 
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race who were powerful throughout the country lying between Lanka (Ceylon): 
and the best of mountains (the Himalayas), who performed the celebrated Aévamédha 
sacrifice and had for their family priest the great sage Agastya. God Sundarééa 
of Madura is stated to have taken one of the daughters of this family, to wife. 
Their son was Ugra who dried the ocean, distributed the golden mountain (Méru) 
among supplicants, stamped its slopes with the marks of his royal insignia—the 
makara—and conquered god Indra. Here ends the legendary part of the genealogy. 
The plates next inform us that in this family was born Abhiràma Parakrama- 
Pandya; his son was Vrihivriti$a and the latter'sson Abhirama-Ativirarama (I.) 
who received the surname Srivallabhadéva on his ascending the throne. Then 
follow a list of birudas beginning with Bhuvanaikavira, Chandrakula-pradipa, 
ete., in eight verses of varied metres, which indicates Ativirarama to have been the 
ruling sovereign. His son was Abhiràma-Ativiraràma (II) * who imitated his 
father both in character and in name.’ The two next verses are in praise of 
this Abhirama-Ativirarama, who was also ‘ruling.’ At the request of one of 
his officers, vie, Ayyankarappa, son of Peddappa and grandson of Nagama- 
Хауака who bore the titles Mokalipattavardhana and Kafichimahapuradhifa, this 
prince Abhiráma, in the year quoted above, granted to sixty-nine Brahmanas the 
two villages Müvaraivenràn and Sattaléri clubbing them together under the new 
name Peddappa-Nàyakasamudram. The list of donees does not end on the last sheet 
ot the existing plates. Consequently, one or more of them appear to be missing 
from the ring which, in the present case, is a thick copper wire bent round, with its 
edges left unsoldered. 


41. The genealogy supplied by the plates thovgh only partial, agrees mostly with 
what has already been obtained from the Pudukkottai grant of Ativiraráma (L.)-Sri- 
vallabha (Report for 1906, p. 72, Table) An additional name supplied, is that of Abhi- 
rama-Ativirarama II. son of (8) Ativirarama (I), onthat Table. [t may be noted that 
Salivatipati (7) is here called, by periphrasis, Vrihivriti$vara and that Ativiraráma I. 
bears the surnames Abhiràma and Srivallabha. The latter surname of Ativiraráma 
was already known to us froin No. 628 of 1909 (Report for 1910, Part II, p. 102). 
The Pudukkottai plates, in verse 43, also refer to the ruling king as Ativiraráma- 
Srivallabha. Verse 19 which speaks of the death of Ativiraràma and the 
accession of his brother Srivallabha appears to hint that Ativiraràma's rule extended

viraráma (1.) the Pudukkottai plates inform us that Srivallabha and Varatungarima 
ruled jointly ; while from the Mivaraivenran grant under reference, we learn that 
Abhiraéma-Ativirarama lI., was also reigning perhaps, independently, of Varatunga- 
rama and Srivallabha, in some portion of his paternal estate. The Pudukkottai plates 
are rather indefinite in their account of kings who preceded Abhiràma-Parákrama, the 
father of Salivatipati. Before introducing this Abhirama-Parakrama they refer to (1) 
a Srivallabha, ‘ who saw the copper- plate (document) at Sétu (7.e. RaméSvaram) ’, (2) а 
Manabharana ‘ who built a hall for Siva at Jayantapura and (3) a king, Manakavacha 
of the same family * who founded the town of Dakshina-Kasika (Ze. Tenkasi) and 
established in it the god Vi$ve$vara?) Тһе Јаз has been proved to he identical with 
Arikésari Parékrama-Pandya, whose numerous inscriptions at Tenkà$i and other 
places have yielded for him dates ranging from A.D. 142240 A.D. 1464. For Abhi- 
rama-Parakrama the grandfather ої Ativirarima (I)-Srivallabha, (if he, ever, did rule), 
the approximate date must be about A.D. 1516 (Report for1910, p. 100). Conse- 
quently, between Abhirama-Paráükrama 
and Arikésari-Parakrama, the founder of 
the Tenkasi temple, the gap is very nearly 
a century. Two copper plate inscriptions of about the same period as the Puduk- 
kottai grant bave been published in the Travancore Archeological Series (Vol. VI. 
Nos. ХІ. and XIL). They state that Abhiráma-Parakrama (Abhirama-Pandya) was 
born in the family of a certain Srivallabha ‘who saw the primeval copper plate 
carried on the head by the serpent Sésha’ (ХІ. v. 10) and in the familu of a certain 
Parakrama-Pandya ‘ who conquered the Kéralas at the bidding ої the lord ої Cham- 
pakavana and founded the town of Dakshinakasi (2.е., Tenkasi), to please the god 
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Viévanatha (XII)? Thus it appears as if the historical builder of the Tenkaái 
temple had, within a century, by the time Srivallabha and his cousin-brother 
Varatuhgarama began to jointly rule the kingdom, become a guasi-legendary 
person. The writer of the Pudukkottai plates commencing the historical genealogy 
with two brothers Abhirama-Parikrama and Ahavaràma, speaks of the latter’s 
son Srivallabha as the founder of the Pandya-rajya and suddenly breaks off by 
indefinitely mentioning the three kings, Srivallabha, Manabharana and Manakavacha, 
just referred to. Srivallabha, the founder of the Pandya-rajya has been identified 
with Zra»dakülam-edutta Srivallabha whose initial date derived from stone 
inscriptions is A.D. 1533. Apparently this Srivallabha died without leaving any 
issue and the succession passed оп to the Abbirama-Parakrama line—Jrandakalam- 
едина Kulasekhara (joint ruler with Srivallabha ?), Perumal Parakrama-Kulasékhara 
and Dharmapperumal-Kulasékhara (or Salivatipati) having ruled in the interval before 
Ativirarma-Brivallabha ascended the thronein A.D. 1502. 

42. Returning to the stone inscriptions of the later Pandyas copied during the year, 
we find one record of Màravarman Tribhuvanaehakravartin Kulasékhara, also called 
Alagan Kulasékhara from Пабуї (No. 525 of Appendix B). It yields for him the 
initial date A.D. 1395 and enables us to identify or to make him joint ruler with Jati- 
lavarman Kulasékhara,—No. 3 on the list of Later Pandya kings printed on р. 100 of 
my Report for 1910. In ease they are identical it is ditficult to explain how the king 
could have borne, at the same time, the two titles Maravarman and Jatilavarman 
(Jativarman). Мо. 270 of 1908 from Karivalamvandanallür which refers to the 7th 
year of this king, registers an order issued 
from his royal camp at Vasudévanallir. 
The llaüji record of Jatávarman Kula- 
Sékhara, dated in the 10th year of the king (No. 530 of Appendix В) also mentions 
Vasudévanallir, the place at which the king'sassent to the grant, was secured. It is 
verv probable that this is also a record of Jatilavarman Kula$ekhara who ascended 
the throne in A.D. 1395. 


The famous builder of the Vi$vanatha temple at ‘lenkasi 1s represented 
by ten inscriptions copied at that village. In опе оѓ these he is called Jatila- 
varman Рагактата-Рапауа (born in Mrigasiras), and in the tenth he seems to receive 
the surname Ari[késari].

No. 4 of Appendix C is 
written in poetical prose after the style of the historical introductions generally found 
at the beginning of early Chola and Pandya inscriptions. No events of any serious 
importance are, however, registered. We only learn that the king was born in the 
Chandrakula ‘the lunar race, became a devotee of Siva built a temple for Viéva- 
nàtha at Тепкабі and occupied the throne with his queen Ulagamulududaiyal.

The mention of a shrine of Narkiradéva-Nayinar in the temple of Subrahmanya- 
Pillaiyér at Tiruchchendil (2.0. Tiruehehendür) bespeaks highly of the literary 
atmosphere of the times when famous poets like Narkiradeva were idolised and 
worshipped as saints in shrines specially built for them. Nakkirar was опе of the 
members of the last academy of the Tamil poets ої Madura.

The Hoysalas. 


45. Two records from the Anantapur distriet (Nos. 81 and 83 of Appendix C) 
-establish the supremacy of the Hoysalas in that part of the country about the end of 
the 12th century A.D. Ballala [I. was a great king who like his grandfather 
Vishnuvardhana, spread the power of the Hoysalas over a vast extent of territory 

Ballala II and so established it that the dynasty and 
allala Н. Б : 2 А 
its kings in subsequent times came to be 
known by the name Ballàla. He was a contemporary of the Chola king Kulottunga 
ПІ. and was, perhaps, ruling quite independently (above, paragraph 30). The record 
from Parigi (No. 83) which is dated in tae Saka year 1100 (= A.D. 1178-79) gives 
to Ballala the titles Talakàdu| gonda] ete. which his grandfather had actually earned 
and states that with [ his queen Santaledévi, he (Ballàla) was ruling at Dorasamudra 
(Le. Halebid in Mysore). This queen Santaledévi is not known from other records 
of ВаПаја 11, his crowned queen or paífa-mahadévi being stated to be Padmala. 
The presentation of a bell to the temple of Bhime$vara located on the site called 
Gurugufijikola-bayalu below the tank of Haruve in Haruhe-nàdu and the grant to it 
of land, measured by the droharamalla-rod, for the repair of the bell and other 
requirements of the temple, are facts 
that are not without some historical 
interest. The form Haruve or Haruhe here used for the modern Parigi comes nearer 
to Parivi of the Bana inscriptions (see part I, paragraph 7) and may be considered 
almost identical—the phonetic change from pa to ha being quite common. 
Droharamalla was probably a surnume of the king after whieh the measuring rod 
droharamallana-kolu was named in accordance with а time honoured custom by which, 
with the ehange of the king, the names of coins, measures, titles of honour and even 
geographical divisions underwent a change. 


46. As the Hoysalas grew in power, thev began to interfere with the politics of 
the south. This commenced in the reign of Vira-Nàrasimha II, the son of Ballala. 
Vira-Soméévara, the next Hoysala king, actually occupied a portion of the Chola 
country and established himself at Kannanür near Trichinopoly. He befriended 
Матауагшап Sundara-Pandya II. being also related to him аз a maternal uncle 
(ma@madi) and uprooted the Chola king Ràjendra-Chola III (above, paragraphs 32 
and 34). On Soméévara’s death, the southern possessions passed into the hands of 
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Vira-Ramanatha whose records are largely found in the Tanjore and Triehinopoly 
districts. Опе inscription of his time 
(No. 292 of 1911) which comes from 
Sülamangalam in the Tanjore district, is dated in the 20th year of his reign 
(roughly = A.D. 1275-76) and supplies details for astronomical verification. The 
capital of Ramanatha continued to be Kannanür in the south, and above the ghats 
the seat of Government was, as suggested by Мг. Е. J. Richards, I.C.S., the modern 
Kundani in the Salem district. The ruined fortifications, temples and residential 
buildings of this place combined with the lithic records found on old temple walls 
and gópuras, were expected, on examination, to supply the necessary evidence in 
this direction (Report for 1911, Part II, paragraph 48). I regret to say that much 
has not come out of it—even the two Hoysala epigraphs copied, being only from 
detached slabs. ‘These latter belong to the 3rd year of the reign of Vira-Viéva- 
nütbadévarasa, son of Vira-Ramanatha, corresponding to Saka 1219, Hévilambi 
(= A.D. 1297-1298) and yield for him 
the initial date A.D. 1293-1294. 
Kundàui is, in neither of these inscriptions, referred to as a rajudhdni, but is stated 
to have been a village in Virivi-nidu which was a subdivision of Nigarili$ola- 
mandalam—a name applied from Chola times to the Kolar country, extending also on 
the side of Hosür, Krishnagiri, Tirupattür and Dharmapuri talukas of the Salem 
district. It is stated in the inscriptions of the Chola king Rajaraja I, at Tanjore, 
that Nigariligdla-mandalam was an alternative name ої Nulambapadi or Nolambavadi 
which extended over almost the whole country between the Anantapur and Salem 
districts (Ер. Ind. Vol. X. p.57} In a record of Saka 1190 (= A.D. 1268-69) 
Kundani is called Dévasamudram-Kundani, on account, perhaps, of its proximity 
to the tank Dévasamudram in Мабапді-пада, which was constructed by a native of 
Malai-nidu. The modern name Dévar-Kundani has evidently to be traced to Déva- 
samudram-Kundàni. Tribhuvanamalla-Bhüminàyaka entitled a Mahdmandalésvara 
and the ‘ lord of the east’ (No. 201 of Appendix B) was apparently a subordinate of 
Vira-Ramanatha, in charge of the Hoysala country, on the eastern borders of Mysore. 
47. Ballàla ПІ. was the last great ruler of the Hoysalas under whom the kingdom 
{ог a time continued ќо flourish ав in previous reigns, but gradually dwindled into 
insignifieanee with the inroads of the Muhammadans and the eventual sackage of 
Halebid. The record from Kodigepalle (No. 81 of 1912) near Hindupur calls him 
{һе ‘own son? of Vira-Nàrasimhadévarasa and refers to one of his great ministers 
Mahapradhina) Machaya-Vannayaka who

Penugonda was apparently an important strong hold in the Hoysala kingdom, where 
in later years Bukka I., one of the founders of the Vijayanagara dynasty and ‘an 
elevator of the Hoysala empire,’ is also known to have been ruling, simultaneously 
with his capital at Dorasamudra (No. 522 of 1906).

KAKATĪYAS AND THEIR FEUDATORIES. 


48. Ambadéva-Maharaja of the Kayastha family is known from his records at 
Tripuràntakam (Report for 1906, p. 81, paragraph 44) to have been a powerful 
Kakatiya feudatory who defeated several Telugu chiefs including a certain Sripati- 
Ganapati and practically for a time usurped the Kakatiya dominion, in the interval 
between the reigns of Rudramba and her grandson Prataparudradéva. His ancestors 
were cavaliers (sãhani or turagasadhanika) under the Kakatiya emperors, bore tha titles 
Mandalika-Brahmarakshasa and Gandapendara and rose to distinction wielding almost 
independent powers during the reign of Rudramba (No. 550 of 1909). Ambadéva ів 
stated in the Tripurantakam records to have been the lord of Khandikota (2.е., Ghandi- 
kota, perhaps also called Manorathapura). Three inscriptions of his time had already 
been found at Gundlüru in the Cuddapah district, in the year 1907 (Nos. 618, 621

The Kayastha Ambadéva-Mahiaraja, ruling at discovered in the very same locality 
Vallüri-pattana. four other records (Nos. 406, 410, 414 
and 423 of Appendix B) from which it becomes apparent that Ambadéva must have 
been governing a good portion, if not the whole, of the Cuddapah country. Two of 
these inscriptions state that he was ruling at Vallüri-pattana which is not far from 
Cuddapah and which, about a century before (2.е., in Saka 1114), was the capital of the 
Telvgu-Choda king Bhujabalavira-Nalasiddanadéva-Cholamaharaja and the chief 
town of the Mahárajapádi 7000 province. I have discussed in my Report for 1910 
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(p. 108, paragraph 47) the extent of country governed by the Kakatiya viceroys and 
from that it will appear no longer surprising that a powerful successor of Gangaya- 
sáhini and Jannigadéva must have been ruling a portion of Cuddapah.

It is 
very likely, therefore, that Ambadéva was by this time deprived of his power, since 
Pratápa-Rudra must have succeeded to his. 
paternal throne at least by Saka 1220, 
having been a crown prince since Saka 
1213. The only record of Pratàpa-Rudra in the collection under review comes from 
Tangatiru and is dated in Saka 1237, Rákshasa.

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. . $2. Though the actual usurpation of the Vijayanagara kingdom by the Saluva 
"chief Narasinga may have happened about Saka 1408 (= A.D. 1486-87), the 
supreme power wielded by the latter in the name of the weak emperors of the first 
dynasty viz. Mallikarjuna, Virüpàksha and his son, is known to have commenced much 
earlier. Мо. 405 of Appendix B from Attirala, dated in Saka 1899 (= A.D. 1477-78), 
without mentioning any overlord who must, perhaps then, have been Virfpikeha

53. The Superintendent, Archeological Survey, brought to my notice a lithic 
record from Gorantla in the Anantapur district which supplies a genealogical 
account of the Sáluva kings, different from what*has been given in the Dévulapalle 
plates and Telugu literature. It begins with Yaduvarnéa, a branch of which was the 
Chalikya family with its chief fortress at Kalyina. In this was born Bijjala who 
ruled the earth in accordance with the rules prescribed by Jina.  Bijjala's son was 
Hémadiraya who established (on his throne) king ‘ Tripurantaka of three eyes’ and 
bore the title Dharanivaraiha; his son 
was Srikantha-Chila; his son was 
Mangidéva (I.) and his son Médinimisaraganda Sankidéva (I.); his son Mangi (П.) 
and from him was born Sanki (П.); his son was Kathari-Saluva Майді (III.) and 
from him was born Narasingaraja who set up the god Vishnu (i.e. the present 
Madhavarayasvamin) at Gorantla in Saka 1276, Jaya (= A.D. 1345-46) Тһе 
connection of Kalyana with the Western Chalukyas is well known. The name 
Bijjala and the Jina-dharma which he followed in ruling his kingdom, suggest the 
identity of this king with the Kalachurya Bijjala whose adherence to Jaina faith 
prior to the rise of Basava and the spread of the Lingayat creed, is also an estab- 
lished fact. Hemàádi із a corruption of Permadi and may represent another 
Kalachurya king, Permadi (Saka 1050). The name Srikantha-Chola is, obviously, 
taken from the Telugu-Chola family and we know of a copper plate grant of that 
chief from the Madras Museum (Professor Kielhorn’s List of Southern Inscriptions 
No. 888). The account which follows after Srikantha appears only to be a confused 
attempt at inserting a plausible genealogy of the Saluvas, of whom Mangi was 
undoubtedly a famous person.

54. Another king who may have to be assigned to this same period is Konéri- 
déva-Maharaja who receives in No. 259 of Appendix В the titles Mahamandalésvara, 
Pattukkattéri, Ràyava$avaSankara, ‘the husband of (his) despisers’ and ‘lord of 
Kafichi, the best of towns’. This record ve comes from Kumbhakónam is dated

55. Krishnaraya the greatest of the Vijayanagara kings of the second dynasty 
is represented in the collection under 
review by one interesting record from 
Cholasamudram which is, however, incomplete (No. 87 of Appendix C) and by another 
from Konakondla (No. 76 of 1912). The long passage which introduces the king, 
in the former, is full of information. It speaks of him as “ the excellent grandson of 
Tévara, а muon to the ocean of the Taulava (¿e , Tulu) race, the subduer of the proud 
kings of Chéra, Chola and Pandya, the son of Narasa and the performer of the 
sixteen great gifts, the patron of the study of Védas, Sastras, Puranas, Agamas and 
other sciences, the brother of the Maharajadhiraja, RajaparaméSvara Virapratapa У їга- 
Narasithharaya, the possessor of a very large army consisting of four component parts, 
the vanquisher of the Gajapati and the Абғарай (4e., the Muhammadan) kings, 
the conqueror of fortresses on mountains, in forests andin water, the establisher of 
many new agrahdras (Brahmanical villages) and the emperor who ascended the 
Karnáta throne with his queen Tirumalàmbikà." The record next speaks of his. 
military officer Rayasam Kondamarasayya and supplies the following fresh informa- 
tion about him. Не was the grandson of Sripatyácbárya, the chief of Podatüru 
whieh was a flourishing village in the 
Dravida country and a Brahmana of 
the Udayagiri-Kannadiga sect, the son of Timmarasa-mantri and Sangamambika, the 
chief of fortresses guch as Ghanagiri (i.e. Penugonda), Udayadri (Udayagiri) and 
others, the hero who actually accomplished for Krishnaraya, the planting of the. 
pillars of victory at Simhadriand Srikirmam and a scholar who was acquainted 
with the curious writings prevalent in the fifty-six countries (chhappanna-dé$a). 
The purpose of the epigraph must apparently have been to register a grant to the- 
temple of Chaudéévari at Chólasamudra in order that the king may be blessed with 
issue. Rayasam Kondamarasayya whom we also know from other sources, was one 
of the great generals of Krishnaráya. Nuniz calls him Comdamara and mentions him 
among the commanders of Krishnaraya’s forces in his campaign against Raichur. [t is 
interesting to learn from the Cholasamudram record that Kondamarasayya was also 
occupying an important military office in Krishnaràya's northern campaign when, 
after defeating the Gajapati king Pratapa-Rudra, һе set up a pillar of victory at 
Simhadri. The other pillar of victory 
at Srikürmam, mentioned in the present 
record, may go to confirm Krishnaráya's 
complete conquest of Gajapati’s domi- 
nions, which, on the evidence of Teluga literature, ended only with the burning of 
Kataka (Catuir of Nuniz ?). Їбуага and Narasa (i.e. Naraeana- Nàyaka) are introduced: 
without any titles of sovereignty but Vira-Narasithharaya receives them. It looks, 
therefore, very likely that the Tuluva usurper Narasana-Navaka, though he exercised 
almost independent powers, did not actually succeded to the throne of Vijayanagara. 
The purpose for which the charter must have issued, if rightly interpreted, signifies. 
that Krisbnaráya was without issue in Saka 1439 (= A.D. 1517-18). 


Virapratàpa Tirumaladéva-Maharaya was, according to inscriptions, a son of 
Krishnadéva-Mabaraya and was ruling in Saka 1446. No. 91 of Appendix C is also. 
dated in this year and registers the exemption granted to some servants of the temple 
of Some$vara at Gorantla, from the unpaid 
labour (vetti) of supplying leaves on which 
food is eaten (vistar-akulu). The donom was Vakiti Adeppanayanigaru [son of] 
Timmappa-Nàyaka. Nuniz says that Krishnaraya, during his lifetime, elected his 
son who was only six years old, to succeed him оп the Vijayanagara throne, 
but that the prince died soon after. We find also that Krishnaraya had no issue in 
Saka 1439 and that Tirumaladéva-Maharaya, his son is mentioned in inscriptions 
all of which curiously enough, are dated in the same year Saka 1446. It may safely 
be inferred, therefore, that this Tirumaladéva is identical with the prince mentioned 
by Nuniz, and that his succession and premature death must have, perhaps, both 
happened in or immediately after the year Saka 1446. Consequently the vow to-

56. Achyutaraya succeeded to the Vijayanagara throne іп Saka 1452 (= A.D. 
1532-33). A very large number of inscriptions of his reign, have been secured 
during the year under review. His. 
brother-in-law and minister Salakaraja- 
China (ог Pina-)Tirumalayyadéva-Maharaja who is known from previous reports to. 
have been the commander who led the campaign against Tiruvadi-rajya (і.е. the- 
Travancore country) is represented in an inscription from Mallenàyanipalle (No. 59 
of Appendix ©) to have founded that village under the name Mallapanayanipalle in the 
fields near Dharmavaram and to have granted it to the temple of Mandem-Narasimha- 
déva which he had, perhaps, also built there. "We are further informed in the 
inscription that Tirumalayyadéva’s parents were Salakarája and Tippajamma. The 
Mahalakshmi temple at Lakhanápuri,a suburb of Gorrapalle (Goravanahalli) near 
Hindupur, appears to have come into existence in or about the time of Achyutaraya. 
The records on the south wall of the prakara (Nos. 68 to 73 of 1912) register gifts 
of villages, tolls, ete., to that temple either by, or at the instance of Virappannayya 
of Penugonda and his younger brother Virana-Nayaka, sons of Nandi-Lakkiéetti 
and Muddamamba of Lépakshi. Muttakadahalli, for instance. was granted under the- 
name Mabhálakshmipura by Timmarasa son of the treasurer Apparsa,in Saka 1456 
(— A.D. 1534-35); Goravanahalli under the name Lakshmisagara was granted in Saka 
1458 by Krishnappa-Nayaka son of the cavalier (3477) Chinnappa-Nayaka ; the same 
chief appears also to have granted a group ої jai trees іп бака 1460 (No. 68 of 
1912); the two brothers referred to, made substantial additions to the temple of 
Lakshmidévi at Haruhe-Lakhanapura, — 1.е., Lakhanàpura near Haruhe (Parigi)

it and presented it to the Lakshmi temple at Lakhanapuri. Penugonda Virappannayya 
is again mentioned in the epigraphs copied at Lépakshi. It is stated that he purchased 
together with their copper-plate deeds, the two sarvamanya villages Chikanandiehervu 
alias Dévaràyapura and SadaSivapura (also called Dévaràyapura) іп Sadali-sthala, 
formerly granted by Praudhadévaraya to a certain Dévare-Somayajin and presented 
them to the temple of Viré$vara or Virabhadra on the Kürmaáaila hill at Lépakshipura. 
Virappanna a his brother Virana-Nàyaka purchased lands for the same purpose at 
Nagaragere alias Krishnarayasamudra in Rodda-nàdu of Penugonda-rajya. 

Achyuta’s son Venkataraya or Venkatadri was, according to some lithie records. 
and copper plates, the immediate successor of Achyutaráya and died soon after, to the 
great disappointment of the people. He was the prince whose cause was advocated 
by Salakaraja China-Tirumalayyadéva-Maharaja and his party as against Sadasiva 
whom the famous Ramaraja and his two brothers supported. Weare not in a position 
to state when exactly Venkatadri died and when Sadāśivą was raised to the throne by 
Ramaraja. Sadasiva’s records being dated as early as Saka 1459 which falls into the- 
reign of Achyuta, it does not appear likely that Venkatadri was ever elected crown 
prince by his father. It is not certain 
too when the troubles regarding виссез- 
sion arose, whether before or after the 
death of Achyuta which, happened about Saka 1463. Tne Kalyána-Vehkatéáa- 
Perumal temple at Narayanavanam is stated in а record engraved round the central

Kaly&na-Venkatésas-Perumál temple at Nara- 
yanavanam named after prince Venkatadri. 
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shrine of that temple (No. 373 of Appendix B) to have been constructed in the Saks 
year 1463, Plava (— A.D. 1541-42) during the reign of Achyuta, by a certain Virup- 
panna, for the merit of Venkatadriraya-Maharaya. Evidently this latter is identical 
with prince Venkatàdri who may have been installed crown prince about this time, 
by his maternal uncle Salaka-Tirumalayyadéva. · 


57. Before speaking of Sadagiva’s inscriptions we have to notice a record of 
Virapratapa Vijaya-Bukkaraya-Mahiraya о 18 PE in Saka 1478 (=A.D.

Vitthala’s victorious campaign is reported in inscriptions to have ‘ com- 
menced in Anantasayanam (Travancore) in the south and ended at Mudugal in the 
north. Three records in the Kiidal-Alagar temple at Madura, copied this year (Nos. 
557-559 of 1911), register grants to that institution by Tummappa-Nayaka, son of 
Basavana-Nayaka, for the merit of the Mahkamandalésvara Ramaraja-Vitthalayadéva- 
Maharaja. Basavana-Nayaka is mentioned in опе of the previous reports to have 
been an officer of Vitthala. Two epigraphs from the Kodandarámasvàmin temple at 
Vontimitta refer to the minister, the 
Mahàmandale$vara | Gutti-Tirumalayya- 
. @éva-Maharéja ог Gutti-Yara-Tiru- 
malrajayyadéva-Maharaja (grandson of Araviti Ramaraja) who was the right arm, 
as it were, of king Sadifivadéva-Maharaya and to his nephew Nagarajayyadéva- 
Maharaja ої the solar race, the son of Aubalràja and grandson of Madraja. Gutti- 
Yara-Tirumalrajayyadéva must have been a brother of Aliya-Ramaraja. It is 
doubtful if he is to be identified with Tirumala I. who survived the battle of Talikota 
and re-established the Vijayanagara sovereignty with his capital at Penugonda. From 
Telugu literature we learn that Aliya-Ramaraja had besides his two famous brothers 
Venkatadri and Tirumala I, two others 
who were namedK onarája and Timmaraja. 
It 1s not unlikely that Gutti-Tirumalay- 
yadéva mentioned in the Vontimitta records, is identical with this Timmaraja. The 
nephew, Nagarajayyadéva- Maharaja of the solar race is already known froma record 
at Магкарӣг, dated in Saka 1476 (= A.D. 1554-55) (No. 161 of 1905). Still another 
Mahdamandalésvara of the solar race who must have been connected with the Araviti 
line on his mother's side, was Jillella Rangapatirajayyadéva-Maharaja for whose merit, 
his subordinate—the chief of Raimadurgam-sima—repaired the central shrine and 
the sugandst (the partition next to the shrine) of the Virabhadra temple at Rayachoti 
(No. 445 of 1911). 


58. The Хауакав of Madura who started an almost independent kingdom in the 
time of Achyuta continued to acknowledge Vijayanagara suzereignty so long as the 
latter lasted even in semblance. ViSvanatha-Nayaka who was the actual founder of it 

E Р paragraph 59, below) is stated in a record 
а зао Madura: т Saka 1485 (= A.D. 1563-64) to have 
acquired the Tiruvadi-dééa (i.e. Travancore) as an amarandyakam from Ramarajar- 
ayyan (т.е. Aliya-Rámar&ja) (No. 17 of Appendix C). Viévanatha’s son Krishnappa- 
Nayaka is stated in this record to have presented to the temple of Tiruvéngadanatha at 
Krishnapuram the villages Ariyakulam, Kuttukkal, Puttanéri alias Tiruvéngadanallir, 
Pottaikkulam, Kodikkulam and Srirémankulam for the religious merit of his father. 
The Krishnüpur«m plates published in Ep. Ind..Vol. IX, pp. 328 to 341, state that 
the temple was founded by Krishnappa-Nayaka and mention most of the villages 
registered here.

In this year he gave to several Brahmanas the village 
Vellangolli, divided into 261 shares and surnamed Virabhüpasamudra, at the instance 
of Vira-Krishna, one of the Nayakas of Madura. Vellangolli (7.e. the modern Vellan- 
gudi where the plates were found) is stated to have been situated in Mulli-nadu in 
the Tiruvadi-dééa and to have formed the kilmilaha (eastern hamlet) of Kallanaik- 
Кагісһеһі (ї.е. Kalladakuriehehi) About Vira-Krishna at whose instance the grant 
was made the plates state that he was the son of Vira-Bhüpati who married Tirumal- 
ambika. The latter was again the son of Krishna and Lakshmyambika, the grandson 
of Viévanàtha and the great grandson of Naga of the Кабуара-єбіга. 


Of Visvanatha the plates inform us that having conquered many kings including 
the Рапдуав on the battle field in the Tiruvadi (2.6, Travancore) country he acquired 
by force, the sovereignty over Madhura-rijya. This agrees with what is elsewhere 
recorded of him (Report for 1906, p. 86, paragraph 60), viz. that he ‘ conquered in 
battle the Tiruvadi (7.e. the ruler of Travancore), the Pandya king, Vanadaraya and 
other kings and annexed their dominions.’ Virabhipati, the father ої Vira-Krishna, 
built a mandapa (at Madura) ‘ resplendent 
with stone pillars ornamented by variety 
of sculptures’ in front of god Saundara- 
пауаКа (2.е. Sundarééa) and granted to Minakshi a gold armour bedecked with best 
gems. The mandapa here referred to is evidently the present Kambattadi-mandapa 
which is exquisitely sculptured and bears still on one of its pillars an inscription 
which registers the construction of it by Virappa-Nayaka (2.е. Virabhüpati) in Saka 
1505 (= А.П. 1583-84). In Saka 1539 ( = А.Р. 1617-11) a gift was made for 
the merit of Muttuvirappa-Nayakkar perhaps also a Madura М№ауака by a certain 
Sinnatippa-Rabuttaraiyan (No. 556 of 1911). 


60. Virapratapa Viravenkatadéva-Maharaya who is represented in No. 377 of 
Appendix B to have been ruling from Penugonda, in Saka 1544 (= 1622-23) must be 
Venkata II, though in that year it is more likely that Rama IV (Table facing р. 238 
of Epigraphia Indica, Vol. IIT) was occupying the Кагойба throne. „Professor

The Хагауапа- 
vanam epigraph under reference registers a gift of tolls by the mercantile community 
of Ayyàvole headed by Prithivi$etti Ràyanimantri-Dhàskara to the temple of 
Kalyàna-Venkate$vara-Perumàl, while Saluva Mákarája-Tirumalaràjay yadéva-Mahà- 
raja was ruling the country. The occurrence of the name Prithivisetti Rayanimantri- 
Bhaskara in a record of the 16th century A D. seems to disprove the popular 
tradition that this Ráyanimantri-Bhàskara was a contemporary of Krishnaràya and 
lived in the 15th century A.D. Mr. Gurijida Ramamurti бага іп a pamphiet 
entitled Rayanabhaskaramantri-Charitram (р.

Another record from Магауапауапат (No. 382 of 1911) mentions 
Kattàrisalu]va Makaraja-Bommarajadéva-Maharaja, who, like lirumalaràja men- 
tioned above, was, perhaps, also a grandson of Makaraja. Three undated inscriptions 
of this family from Tiruttani noticed in the Report for 1900 (Part II, paragraph 61) 
throw further light on tke kings of Karvétinagar and their ancestry. They were of 
the solar race and descendants of the ancient Chola king Karikala.

MISCELLANEOUS DYNASTIES. 


62. The Eastern Chalukya plates received for examination through the kindness 
of Professor M. Rangacharya, m.a., Rao Bahadur, come from Guntür. They аге ш a 
badly damaged condition and comprise three copper sheets with high rims measuring 
roughly 82” in length and 3” in breadth. The record on them is unfinished and one 
or more plates appear also to be missing after IIb, where the name of the king, date 
etc. must have occurred.

Vol. XX, are 
33 years for Jayasithha-Vallabha, 19 years for Vijayaditya-Bhattaraka, 40 years for 
Narendramrigaràja-Vijayáditya II. and 20 moaths for Kali-Vittarasa (ie. Kali- 
Vishnuvardhava). Of Naréndramrigaraja-Vijayaditya II. the inscription informs us 
that he was the founder of 108 temples called Naréndreávara after his own name,

| küta king) and that having defeated his

from him. The foundation of 108 Siva temples and the continuous fight for 12 years 
with the Rashtrakütas are facts already known about Vijayaditya II; but that he had 
a brother called Bhima-Salukki from whom he took possession of the Véngi-mandala 
are new facts and deserve to benoted. One of Vijayaditya’s eopper-plate grants (8.1.1. 
Vol. Г. рр. 31ff) mentions prince Nripa- 
Rudra, who is there described as a brother 
of Vijayaditya II., but as a descendant of 
the Haihaya race. Consequently, it appears probable that Bhima-Salukki mentioned 
in our grant, was a uterine brother of Vijayáditya and had perhaps usurped the 
Véngi-mandala while the latter was engaged in a series of battles with the Rashtra- 
kütas. Returning to the contents of the Guntür plates, we are further informed that 
[Gunaka ]-Vijayáditya ПТ. the eldest son of Kali-Vittarasa (2.е. Kali-Vishnuvardhana 
V.) and the Ráshtraküta queen Silamahádevi, was a powerful king who had performed 
many gifts known as tulabhara (i.e. ascending the scales to be weighed against gold).

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63. In his Dynasties of the Kanarese districts, Dr. Fleet quotes: а. record from 
Raybag in the Kolhapur territory which is dated in Saka 1062, current: Siddharthin, 
the 2nd year of the Western Chalukya king Perma-Jagadékamalla II. and derives for 
the latter, the initial date A.D. 1139-40. No. 78 of 1912 copied at Konakondla in

at Laddigam-Koyarrir came into existence (Report for 1907, p. 75, paragraph 38). 
It is further very likely that it was this same 1rungóla whose fort is stated to have 
been captured by the Hoysala king Vishnuvardhana. Irungéla is represented in 
some of his Tumkur records to be a member of the Telugu-Chóla family of the solar

Ba ер Iruügolarsa, perhaps а Telugu- the lord of Огеуйг (Mr. Rice’s Mysore 

і and Coorg, p. 168) One record of a 
Telugu-Chola chief copied during the year under review is No. 95 of 1912 from 
Malagüru. It gives the characteristic family titles in the beginning but is damaged 
at the plaee where the name of the chief may be expeeted. 


64. On рр. 48 and 56 of his Lists of Antiquities, Vol. I., Mr. Sewell refers to 
some private grants made by Boddana, his son Nàrayanadeva and the latter’s minister 
Sómana-Peggada, іп or about A.D. 1155. It is not stated who this Mahamandalixa 
Boddana or his воп Narayanadéva was. A mutilated pillar in the Municipal Museum 
at Rajahmundry bears on it, among other&, one epagraph of Sómana, son of Datyana- 
peggada or Dattamatya, a minister of Narayanadéva who was the son of the Maha- 
mandalika Boddana. This epigraph (No. 40 of 1912) is dated in Saka 1071 (= A.D. 
1149-50), not far removed from the period to which Mr. Sewell refers the minister 
Sdmaua-Peggada, and records the gift by him, of a lamp to Virabhadré$vara-Mahadéva 
at Pattisam. The interesting part of the 
inseription lies in the statement that 
this Dattamatya-Sdéma made also pre- 
sents of lamps at Bhimavuram (2.6. Chalukya-Bhimavaram near Samalkot), Dàkarémi 
(perhaps Draksharéma), Amadalu, Gudipündi, Pàálukolu, Virabhadre$varam 
(perhaps Pattisam), Bhavapattanam (Bapatla), Tambrapuri (Cbembrolu, Chébrol), 
Bijapura (?), Ghantasalapuri, Gotaram (?), Eli$varam, Végiévaram, Vijayavataka 
(Вегуада), Undavelii, Vélupüru, Gon- 
бага and Kadalipalli (Kallépalli). This. 
comprises a large extent of country in which Somana made charities and includes. 
the modern Godavari, Kistna and Guntür districts. It is not unlikely that Boddana 
was a feudatory chief (талда а) subordinate to the Velanànti king Kuldttunga- 
Chida-Gonkaraja ПІ. who, in his turn, was dependent upon the Chalukya-Chola 
sovereign Kulottunga-Choda II. | 


65. On the same pillar on which, the above record is engraved, is found one of 
Gokaraja of Vengi, which is dated in бака 1102 (= A.D. 1180-81). It is seriously 
damaged at the place where it gives a list of the titles of the king. We learn, however. 
that he was the lord of the Shatsahasra country (г.е. the province on the south side of 
the Krishna river including almost the whole of the present Guntir district) and the 
devotee of the temple of Mallé$vara {at Bezvada]. He made a present of 30 buffalo- 
cows to the temple of VirabhadréSvara-Mahadéva| at Pattisam). А record of the same 
date copied at Draksharama (No. 413 of 
1893) mentions the ruling king to be 
Velanànti Kulottunga- kajéndra-Chidaya- 
raja whom Professor Hultzsch has identified with Prithviévara of the Pithápuram 
inscription (Ер. Ind. Vol. ІУ, p. 311.). In my Report for 1909 (page 121, paragraph 
77), 1 have also referred to the reign ої this Prithvisvara, over the whole Andhra 
country of 16,000 villages, from Saka 1085 to 1121. Itis, consequently, difficult to 
identify the donor Vengi-Gokaràja of the Rajahmundry record, except by supposing 
him to be identical with Prithvi$vara or, to be a subordinate of his, placed 
in charge of the Shatsahasra country. No. 42 of 1912 whigh refers to a chief. who 
was ‘ the elevator of the Chalukya- rajya’.and is dated in бака 1098 аррёагз also to:

66. Still another epigraph on the аа Museum pillar refers to the 21st 
year of a certain Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja and to Saka 1067. This gives us 
roughly Saka 1045 as the date of accession of this Eastern Chalukya king. We do 
not know of any sovereign of that dynasty who ascended the throne in Saka 1045

There is no account in the Rajabmundry Museum as to whence the inscribed 
pillar bearing the above-mentioned records, was brought thither. It is vaguely 
stated by the people that it must have belonged to a temple which was demolished 
recently by the Railway Company while opening the East Coast line. But the 
-epigraphs on this pillar and perhaps also, the one on the mutilated block of black 
granite preserved in the рйуйтіп'є house in the Markandéya temple, refer to gifts 
made to the Virabhadre$vara temple at Pattisam which is identical with Pattesam

67. The copper-plate inscription from the Rajahmundry Museum mentioned in 
Part I, paragraph 6 of this Report, is of much historical interest and discloses the 
genealogy of a hitherto unknown line of local chiefs who must have flourished 
immediately after the Reddi kings of Rajahmundry. The plates are not held together 
by a ring and it is perhaps for this reason that we find some of them missing from 
the set. There are at present only four plates the first of which is written on the 
‘Mis Rajahmundry Museum ‘plates’ of Obtda- inner side while the rest are written 

Аюпайбув, on both sides. They roughly measure 
112" by 52” and bear a circular hole 

on the left margin which was evidently meant to receive the ring. From the 
numbering of the plates found on their inner faces, not very far from the ring 
hole, it is gathered that the missing plates must be the 2nd, 5th, 6th and 
one or more after the 7th. From the contents of the inscription though frag- 
mentary, we learn that Annamàmbà was the queen of а chief whose name probably 
was on the missing 2nd plate. Their son was Eruva-Bhima who married Prolàm- 
biké. His great grandson: was Gangadhara who acquired the biruda Arigandaraganda. 
His son was Kamaraja (also called BhaktiSvara) who, while yet a boy conquered

conquering on the east the Gajapati 

king at Pafichadhara ‘established the chief of Koppula,on his throne. Close to 
the town of Bharanipadu, he killed a king called Singa and іп a battle defeated 
Dabaru Khan and other chiefs near Pedakondapura. At Süravara-pattana, again, 
he easily vanquished the heroic Annavota. Kamaraja married Annemamba and 
founded a town called Kamapuri alas Kalyana, after his own name, in the Andhra 
country. Káma's son was Annadéva who as an ally of the Muhammadans, devas- 
tated the forces of the Karnata king and captured Jaggavàgu and other towns. 
The wife of Annadéva (or Chóda-Annadéva) was Irugümbik& of the solar race and 
a sister of chief Pinnundi. Virabhadra became their вор (i.e. was perhaps, adopted 
by еш ?). Annadéva, the jewel of the Choda race, fought а battle near Attili 
with the kings of the south and protected 10,000 men who sought refuge with 
him. Assisted by his brother-in-law 
Pinayundi (ге. Pinnundi mentioned 
above) Annadéva killed at Kankaraparti on the bank ої Ње Gautami (i.e. Godavari) 
the Kannada and other kings in order to save his own ally. Being desirous of 


Annadéva’s conquests. 
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fame he protected [the kings ої | the Kataya-Véma family who prostrated themselves 
at his feet. In the kingdom thus ruled by Annadéva there was the prosperous town 
Mummadi-Prolavàram— perhaps his capital. At Pattisa-Virabliadra on the bank of 
the Godavari, Annadéva gave away several thousands of cows in charity and ав if for 
the quenching of their thirst? he further granted the ‘seven oceans? (2.е. one of 
the 16 great gifts known as saptasdgara). He covered with gold the temple of Vira- 
bhadra at Gomukhagiri and guilding the pinnacle of the temple of Bhimaya at 
Draksharama he converted it into a jewel in the crown of ‘the Andhra country.’ 
The immediate object of the grant is to record that Annadeva gave away to 
Brahmanas the village called Uttamaganda-Chódánnadévavaram in Visari-nàndu 
situated on the bank of the Ganga (river) at а spot called Pinnasàni-sanga. The 
long list of Annadéva’s corquests given above, cannot be of more than local interest.

68. Another interesting record from, the neighbourhood of Rajahmundry which 
supplies the genealogy of а local family of chiefs, 18 No. 44 of 1912 from Korukonda. 
It is a long Sanskrit inscription engraved on the four faces of a black granite pillar 
in the court-yard of the Lakshmi-Narasitnhasvamin temple on the hill at Korukonda.

conqueror and had subdued the kingdoms of Panara, Kona, Kuravataka and Вейрага. 
The temple on the hill came into existence during his reign, in Saka 1275, under 
very peculiar cireumstances. A Vaishnava teacher Bhattari of whom Mummadi was 
the devoted disciple, told the chief one day that he had reached the last of his human 
births and as soon as the existing mortal frame was given up, he would appear in the 
form of god Laksbmi-Narasimha on the hill at Korukonda. Soon after this revelation 
the teacher died and all about his re- birth as god Narasimha was, apparently, forgotten. 
А dancing girl of the village called Lakshmidàsi saw the teacher in a dream and was 
told by him of his manifestation on the Рагабага-байа. The king being informed of 
this was at once reminded of what the teacher had told him and permitted the dancing 
girl to build a temple. She wandered about in rags begging for money, pledged her 
daughter, earned the amount required, built a temple and consecrated therein Рагабага-

We have thus from this record a regular account of the origin of the temple on 
the hill at Korukonda. From the names Рагабага-баїйа given to the hill and 
ParaSara-Nrisimha to the god, it is evident that the full appellation of the Vaishnava 
teacher, after whom evidently the god was named, was Pará$ara-Bhatta. А copper- 
plate record from the temple at Srirangam (Report for 1906, Appendix A, No. 21) 
repeats the verses of the Korukonda epigraph almost verbatim and states that the 
seventh ParaSara-Bhatta had a pupil in the Telugu country named Mummadi-Nayaka 
alias Rangavardhana of the Mafichikonda-gótra. The genealogical account being 
the same in both the inscriptions, there is no doubt that Mummadi of the КбгаКопда

69. Two inscriptions from Tangatir (No. 433 of Appendix В) and Lépaka 
(No. 424 of the same Appendix) refer to the Reddi chiefs Anná-Reddi and his son 
Mallà-Reddi. Theformer was a son of Mallà-Reddi L, the younger brother of (?) 
Véma-Reddi of Addanki. The latter could be no other than the famous Véma who is 
known to have fought against the Muhammadans and to have built steps at Srisailam 
and Ahobalam. From a record at Amaravati (No. 268 of 1897) we learn that Vema 
fixed five golden pots on the top of the temple at Amaréévara for the eternal benefit

(Ер. Ind. Vol. VIII. p. 10). That this Malla-Reddi (I.) had а son Anna-Reddi and 
the latter again а son named Malla-Reddi (II.) are facts revealed for the first time 
by the records under reference and are of great importance for the history of the 
Reddis. The Vijayanagara kings, we know, were supreme in the period to which these 
inscriptions belong and it is difficult to say what position the Reddi chiefs mentioned 
above, held under them. No. 424 of 1911 says that Mallà-Reddi ‘was ruling.’ 
Whether he was so doing independently or as a subordinate of the Vijayanagara 
kings, should be decided only by future research. 


70. In Appendix A to the Report for 1908, were noticed two copper-plate records 
(Nos. 8 and 4) of Matla-Venkataramaraja-Devachddamaharaja, dated in the Saka 
years 1609 and 1612 respectively. Three stone inscriptions (Nos. 430, 434 and 436 
of 1911) of the Matla or Matli family have been secured from the Cuddapah district, 
during the current year. The earliest (No. 434), belongs to the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Задай уз, but the date is missing. We learn that Varadayya-Déva- 

Matla chiefs. chodamaharaja, son of Matla-Pochara- 

i jayya-Dévechddamaharaja, dug up an 

irrigation channel called Antaraganga-kaluva at the village Pottapi in Pottapi-nàndu- 
which was granted to him as amaraniyankara by R&maràja-Tirumalaràjay yadeva- 
Maharaja and also made a dasavanda grant for its upkeep. Тһе MaAhamandalé$vara 
Ramaraja-Tirumalarajay yadéva-Maharaja mentioned here, is probably identical with 
Gutti Yara-Tirumalayyadéva-Mahàár&ja who was the minister of Sadasiva (above, para- 
graph 57) in Saka 1480 (— A.D. 1558-59). А later Майа chief named Perumilla- 
raja, son of Venkatakrishnamarája-Devachodamaharaja, constructed a sluice for the 
tank of Bacharsu-Timmarsu at Lembaka (хе. Lépaka), in бака 1634 (= A.D. 1712- 
18) and Matla-Komarikantar&ja-Deévachodamahárája repaired the sukanasi of the 
Gopàálasvàmin temple at Pottapi, in Saka 1640 (= A.D. 1718-19). The suffix 
Dévachédamaharaja which these chiefs add to their names, seems to have been borrowed 
from Dévachoda who is the first historical person of the Matla family referred to in 
the copper-plate inseription No. 4, quoted above. Mr. Sewell also mentions the 
Chitvél Raja to be a member of the Matli family (Lists of Antiquities, Vol. I. р. 130). 


Of greater interest, however, is the authorship of the Telugu work Kakustha- 
vijayam, written by Matla Ananta, son of Yella or Konaya-Yella. An ancestor of this 
Ananta, named Varadaraja, was, it is stated, а son-in-law of the Vijayanagara king 

, ? ' Krishnaraya. It is not impossible that 
Matla Ananta, the author of Kaákusthavijayam. Vara daraja haren roferred Ж а. 
yya-Dévachddamaharaja mentioned above, in No. 434 of 1911. - Ananta, son of Yella, is 
perhaps identical with Pedda-Ananta, son of Matli-Yallama, mentioned in copper-plate 
No. 4. Between Pedda-Ananta and Venkataramaraja who made the gift recorded fi 
these plates in Saka 1612 ( єз A.D. 1690-91), there intervene five generations which, 
roughly calculated, must have occupied about 125 years. Ме thus get to the 
approximate date A.D. 1565-66 for Pedda-Ananta the author of the Kakusthavijayam.

TAE or и arrives at very nearly the same result from 
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other data viz. that Ananta was a contemporary of Ibrahim Qutb Shah (A.D. 1550- 
1581) of Golakonda (Lives of Telugu Poets, p. 277). The Matla chiefs are known to 
have been of the solar race. As indicated above they were connected witb the 
Vijayanagara kings by intermarriage. It is further believed that the Saluva chiefs of 
Karvétinagar, also of the solar race (above, paragraph 60), bore relation to the Matla 
family, as cousins. 

71. It is perhaps not quite well known that Adaipalam in the modern Chittoor 
district, was the native town of the famous Saiva scholar and philosopher Appaya- 
Dikshita. Dr. Aufrecht in his Catalogus Catalagorum gives а long list of nearly 60 

A Dikshita : hi dat Adaipal anskrit works written by him. It is 
ррауа- 18158 5 пів record 85 Асира. not unlikely that he was the author of 
many more which still remain in manuscript. Professor Hultzsch, for example, in his 
Report on Sanskrit Manuscripts, No. II. calls Appaya-Dikshita a polyhistor and 
mentions many new works of his which had not been catalogued till then. In the 
colophon to some of his works Appaya-Dikshita is stated to have composed 104 
standard works (prabandha). This great scholar was a protegé of Chinna-Bomma- 
Nayaka of Véliir who wasa feudatory chief subordinate to the Vijayanagara king 
Tirumala I. Sinna-Bommu-Nayaka’s inscriptions are found at Virifichipuram (8.7.7. 
Vol. I. p. 54) and Velür (204. р. 69f) and are dated in Saka 1471 and 1488 (=A.D. 
1549-50 and 1566-67). The Vilapaka grant of Venkata I. (Ep. Ind. Vol. IV. pp. 269 
to 278) which was issued at ће request of a son of Bomma (i.e. Chinna-Bomma-Nayaka) 
is dated in бака 1523 (—A.D. 1601-02). Thecolophonof the Kuvalayanandain which 
Appaya-Dikshita speaks of Venkatapati (1.6. Venk&ta I.) as his patron, makes him a 
contemporary of the Karnáta kings Tirumala I. (A.D. 1567) and Venkata Г. (A.D. 
1586 to 1613). Appaya-Dikshita must have accordingly flourished at the end of the 
16th century and the beginning of the 17th. He was a staunch supporter of the 
байта (Рабирайа) school of Advaita philosophy as expounded by Srikantha-Sivacharya 
and must have infused the same religious spirit іп the Nayakas of Véliir who 
patronised him—one of their family titles being ‘the foremost of those who assert 
the priority of Siva? Haviug written an elaborate commentary called Stvarka- 
manidipika or Sivadityamanidipika on the exposition of the V&dánta-sütras by Srikantha- 
Sivacharya, Appaya-Dikshita earned for himself the title Srikanthamatapratishthapa- 
nacharya i.e. * the establisher of Srikantha’s school of philosophy.’ No. 395 of 1911 
engraved on the central shrine of the Kalakanthéévara temple at Adaipalam, confirms 
the statements made above, about Appaya-Dikshita and gives us, at the same time, a 
clue to the literary activity of the scholar and the great influence which he 
wielded with his patrons. Itis dated in Saka 1504 (A.D. 1582-83) the year in 
which Appaya-Dikshita constructed the Kalakantha temple and registers that he was 
the son of Rangaraéjamakhin who was the son of Vidvadguru (or Aséshaguru as he 
is called in the introduction to Sivadityamanidiptka) ; that by his association king, 
Chinna-Bomma’s fame spread far and wide and that the Srikantha-bhashya was 
у raised (from its obscurity) to establish 
the superiority of Siva in the godhead. 
In the temple of Kalakantha, Appaya- 
Dikshita wrote his commentary Sivarkamanidipika with the particular object of 
teaching the Srikantha-bhashya to five hundred learned men; was (perhaps, on this 
account) bathed in gold (kanakabhishéka) by the chief Chinna-Bomma-Nayaka ; went 
to Velür and there induced him to make grants of gold and agrahara-villages to those 
five hundred learned men who were to be taught the Sivtrkamanidipika; raised 
Chinna-Bomma-Nayaka (from his petty position) to the status of a famous ruler and 
composed one hundred standard works (prabandha) such as Nygagarakshamani, 
Kalpataru, Parimala, etc. This interesting document bears at the end besides the 
His library activity name of Appaya-Dikshita those of Nila-

Viévajid-Appai-Dikshita, UmamahéSvara-Dikshita and Yajüe$vara-Dikshita. It is 
only to be remarked that from the way in which Appaya-Dikshita earnestly set him- 
self to revive the school of Vēdānta philosophy as expounded by Srikantha-Sivacharya, 
it looks as if that philosophy had become almost obsolete and that many scholars of the 
time were opposed to it, if they had not condemned it altogether. Of the works here 
mentioned, Nyayarakshamani is, according to its colopbon (Prof. Hultzsch’s Report on 
Sanskrit Manuscripts, No. П. extract No. 1038) a work on Vēdānta being a com- 
pendium of Chaturmataséra which was apparently a voluminous опе. From extract

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No. 1510 of the same Report we learn that Chaturmatasdra was also а work of 
Appaya-Dikshita and was otherwise known by the name Nayamayikhamalika. 
Kalpataru (i.e. Védantakalpataru) is noted by Dr. Aufrecht to be a commentary on 
Bhamati and is attributed to Amalananda. A commentary on this, the Vedantakal- 
pataruparimala (or Parimala), is stated to have been written by Appaya-Dikshita. 
Perhaps the latter was himself also the author of a Kalpataru different from the 
book of the same name written by Amalananda ; and Parimala attributed to Appaya- 
Dikshita in the Adaipalam record, may have been a work different from his 
commentary оп Amalànanda's Kalpataru.

the latter who were reclaimed by the ancestors of the presiding priest, still feel 
grateful to the Brahman family by accepting one of its members as their guru.

The priest at Mullandram read out to me portions of a booklet called Vivēka- 
Vibhüg«patrikü from which it appeared that Mullandram was granted to 8 Brahmana 
families during the reign of king Praudhadévar&ya of Vijayanagara and was rightly, 
therefore, named Praudhadévarayapura. The original donees were most of them 
poets and it is not unlikely that Dindimakavi also called Kumarar-Dindimar as hinted 
in the Mullandram record No. 397 of 1911 was a descendant of them, who had 
established his reputation as а poet. 
From ‘Taylor’s Catalogue of Oriental 
Manuscripts, we learn that Dindimakavi (son of?) Arunagirinàtha was the author 
of a comic interlude called Somavalliprahasana and also of a commentary оп Sarka- 
racharya’s Saundaryalahart. The name Annàmalainátha which Kumarar-Dindimar’s 
son receives in the Mullandram record (No. 397 of 1911) is synonymous with. 
Arunagirinàtha tbe name of his grandfather and consequently Dindimakavi of 
Mullandram, may have to be identified with the author of the Somavallzprahasana 
and the commentary on Samkarácharya?s Saundaryalahari. The Viveka- Vibhagapat- 
rikà mentioned above, includes a certain Kajan&thakavi among the first recipients of 
the village. The author of the Achyutarayabhuudayam, also called Rajanathakavi

thus possible also to identify the ‘author of the historical works Achyularayabhyu- 
dayam and Sdluvabhyudayam with Dindimakavi of Mullandram.

Another Muhammadan ruler mentioned 11 a Telugu inscription’ copied during 
the year, is Hajarati Sulutànu Abduli Hassanu Kudupuéaha (2.6. Hazarat Sultan 
Abdul Hassan Qutb Shah). The record is dated in Saka 1662 (=A.D. 1740-41) 
and confers the priesthood of a temple on a private individual. As the grant 
was made for the merit of Abdul Hassan Qutb Shah it appears as if the chief may 
have been dead at the time of the grant. Again, no Qutb Shahi king of the name 
Abdul Hassan is known to have ruled 
about this period—the last as stated above 
being Abū Hasan (A.D. 1672—1688). 
If, therefore, it is likely that the gift was made for the merit of a dead king, the 
name Hajarati Зала Abduli Hassanu Kudupuéaha mentioned in the Konakondla 
grant may still refer to Abū Hasan, son-in-law of Abdoolla Koottub Shaw. 


Four Arabic inscriptions (Nos. 565-568 of 1911) copied from detached stones at 
Periyapatnam in the Ramnad district were deciphered by Dr. Horovitz, Aligarh. He 
very kindly informs me: “АП the inscriptions apparently belong to tomb-stones.

for 1909 (p. 122, paragraph 79). When recently I happened to be at this place, I secured 
copies of all the other signatures found on the walls of the two kitchens of the temple 
on the hill and also of an inscription in Roman characters engraved on the wall of a 
ruined stone shed { mandapa) in the north main street of the Tirukkalukkunram village. 
The latter registers that * George Dawson 
lived in this choultry (evidently referring 
) to the ruined mandapa) from 1-4Һ о1сбобег 
to 9th December 1769. Мг. С. Hayavadana Као, B.A., B-L, of Madras, whom I 
consulted regarding the identification of George Dawson, writes to me after a careful 
search made into old MS. records, that “ һе жаза Madras Civilian and ertered service 
of the Hon. East India Company at Fort St. George, as а Writer in 1751. In 1768 
he became a Member of the Madras Council. In 1769 he was appointed Chief of 
Cuddalore (Gazetteer, South Arcot district, p. 231) succeeding Henry Brooke in that 
place, returned to England in 1776 and went out of service іп 1778." The apparent 
reason for Mr. Dawson stopping at Tirukkalukkunram, immediately after his appoint- 
ment, may have been considerations of health. Even now Tirukkalukkunram 
maintains its reputation as a health-resort

Of the signatures on the kitchen walls, L. Hemsinck occurs with the date 1662. 
As, however, he is known to have been the Under Merchant and Chief at Sadras- 
patam from A.D. 1666 to 1686 and as his signature which occurs also on one of the 
pillars of the Orukal-mandapa (on the same hill) bears the date 1666, it becomes 
doubtful if L. Hemsinck engraved on the kitchen wall is identical with the Chief of 
Sadraspatam or with some relation of his of that name. Itis not still impossible to 
suppose that Hemsinck in some capacity other than Chief, may have come up the 
Tirukkalukkunram hill and left his signature there. It is also possible that L. 
Hemsinck is the same as L. Hemsinck De Jonge whose signature is found on the pillars 
of the Orukal-mandapa but must be different from Lambert Hemsinck whose epitaph 
А mS date 1661 is deseribed by Mr. Cotton 
L. Hemsinck De Jonge and A. D. Klerck. n p. 222 of his book, Tomis in the 
. Madras Presidency. Hemsinck’s Second was САНО de Klerk whose signature as 
А. D. Klerck was found in the Orukal-mandapa. If occurs also on the kitchen wall 
with date 1666. А. Vandenbroek (No. 329 £) without any date, is perhaps to be 
connected with Maria Vandenbroek whose tomb in the Dutch cemetery at Pulicat is 
described in Mr. Cotton’s Tombs (р. 187, No. 1006). Still another signature whose 
connection may be traced to the Dutch names referred to in Mr. Cotton’s book is 
A.M. Eilbraeht with date 1793(No. 829 2). Мг. Cotton gives the 22nd of September 
A.D. 1793 as the date of the death of Sara Antonia Eilbracht (Tombs, No. 1046).
